Pittsburg and vicinity- Thlrty-Avo 
hundred men will" b& affected. 

Por two days 'the 'Officials of tho 
street railway eompany have been 
conferring with the union. The griev- 
ances of the men include the charge 
of discrimination against union men. 
The union men also claim that an 
agreement made with the PJttaburjr 
Railway Conipany in April covering 
the demands of tho union, have been 
repeatedly broken, and that the strike 
called la really the. result of the rail- 
way company breaking faith. 

As early as 10:30 tonight officials of 
the street railway had given up hope 
of reaching a settlement with tliw 
men, and sent notices to be posted at 
all car barns. Tho notices cover tho 
whole controversy from . beginning itp 
end, and deal with thoVrules Bet,.:d<)'wir 
by the company. ' . 

Already active preparations foi* re- 
lief to the 000,000 residents of Creator 
Pittsburg from strike conditions are 
under way. Pennsylvania railroad 
officials tonight arranged for a special 
train .service with suburban Pittsburg, 
to be installed Sunday morning. The 
B. & O. and Pittsburg & Lake Erie 
railroads arc also arranging a .special 
train servi je on tlioir lines tnnl.i?ht. 

Tho strike will likely extend to the 
electric helpers, macliliilsts, trackmen 
and even rail-layinp; crews of the Erie 
Pittsburg Railroad Company. The 
Pittsburg Railway Company operates 
over 300 miles of track, with about 
ten divisions, all of which are affect- 
ed. The present strike, it la predict- 
ed, will more .than, likely be a long- 
drawn out affair, ais the union men 
have expressed tlicmsolvos In bitter 
terms against the railway company.

Report of Commission Delayed by -Dif- 
ficulty of Agreement on 
All Details 



Washington, June 26.— The Senate 
today revised' Its' previous fiction on 
the news print and wood. pulp schedule, 
when amendments relating' b6th to 
pulp and paper in place of amendments 
hiihorto made were adbptisd. The 
.amendments whlqh ■wore today ac- 
cepted Wire >th0S6 proposed by Senator 
Brown, 6f Nebraska, in accordance 
with suggestions 'inild6' lA Hla ^pfiech 
on the Subject a f6w .dtfys ago. 
. Mr. Aldrlch Statbd that he was pre- 
pared to accept the aniehdmonts wmOn. 
had bfeen. propose A iby Mr. Brown. The 
Nebraska senator' wa.i apparently quite 
as much surprised as pleased at this 
turn of affairs In hl.s favor. 

The Brown amendment for tho pulp 
provision Is a complete substitute for 
house paragraph 402. It provides for 
tho free admission ot mechanically 
ground wood pulp, but authorizes tho 
Imphsltlon of a duty ot one- twelfth of 
a cent per pound, dr>- weight, upon tho 
promulgation of a proclamation by the 
president declaring that any country, 
dependency, or provljice has unduly 
discriminated a.gainst the United 
States by the imposition of an ex- 
port duly or export charge of any kind 
upon ijuip wood, wood pulp, or print- 
ing paper exported into the United 
States, or has forbidden or restricted 
the exportation of any ot these articles, 
dIrocUy ,or Indirectly. 

On ciieinleai -wood pulp A duty of 
one-sixth of a cent per pound Is pro- 
vided on the unl5leacliod article, and in 
ca.ufi of discrimination by the exportihg 
country tho duty is to be doubled. 

The amendment to the 'pai)er para- 
graph consists of a provision authoris- 
ing tho doubling of the duty on news- 
print paper In cnse of discrimination. 
Tills pajier Is valued at three cents a 
pound or less, and according to the 
terms of tho bill Is made dutiable at 
the rate ot nvo-tenths of a cent per 
pound. 

Explaining his amendment. Mr. 
Brown said that under the regulation, 
wood pulp would be admitted free, but 
that in case of discrimination on tho 
part of the Dominion of Canada or an.v 
of Its provinces, upon proclamation of 
the president n duty could be applied, 
Thl.s iirovlsion re\'or.sod the order 
ot procedure as provided by the orig- 
inal committee amendment. 

Senator Clapp' expressed his disap- 
pointment of any provision allowing 
the president to place a duty on wood 
I)iilp or paper, and said ho would dis- 
cuss the matter again when the bill 
reached the senate. Both amend- 
ments were agreed to without division. 

By a close vote of 31 to 33. the sen- 
ate rejected Senator Bevcrldge's 
amendment, reducing by half the duty 
of .,10 per cent ad valorem :on cash 
registers.

FRASER VALLEY CROPS 



Reports Show Fair Average for Pres' 
ent Season — Fruit Crop 
Disappointing 



Now Westminster, June 2G.— Various 
ostiniates and reports of the crops 
Ihroughout the J'^raser valley are now 
Ijeing received. According to infor- 
mation gatliered from the various 
agricultural centres from Ladner to 
ChilllWaelc tlie crops on the whole 
will he a tulr av(-rnge. Sonie cereals 
will he Kliorter than last year, while 
others will be much larger and bel- 
ter. 

Tlie fruit crop will l)o the Ijiggest 
disappointment, strawberries particu- 
larly being far below the average. The 
estimate made by prominent growers 
is that th^ yield vvlU only be .about 
half df last y^'af. The cherfles, plums 
and other early fruits Will al^O be 
short, Avhlle ev6n apples are riot tip 
to the standard. A lato frost which 
occurred In Jlay is believed to be re- 
sponsible for tho poor fruit crop. 

Tho yield of. hay and grain will .bn 
much the same as last year, oats be- 
ing probably a little bCtter, while t'.ie 
liay croj) will be a little shorter than 
it was a year ago, the diry ■^eatheriin 
the early spring bSilig 'respohiilblo 'for. 
the light growth. 

It Is In the root and vegetable crop 
that the fai'iners oxjiecl to make iip 
for the shoi'tnesi^i of their yields! The 
ranchers wlio \v.wv. a larger percentage 
of tills class of produce .set out this 
year will fare much better than frult- 
ifrowc)rs. All vegetables are making .a 
Mlilendld (growth, and .should the weath- 
er condltion.s continue favorable the 
farmers will reap large v,leldk

The race track 'as we 'kno\v~lt ' was 
first resorted to by the people of olden 
times, not for sport or amusement, 
but simply as a means to test the 
superiority of certain horses or breeds 
of horses over their animals of the 
same or different strains, so that they 
could absolutely know which horse or 
breed of horses had the most speed, 
endurance and weight-carry ubilltles. 
Ono of the early kings of England 
was the first to bring tlie race-course 
into popular favor by using It to try 
his own horses to find out whicli ones 
were 'the best for him to ride in bat- 
tle or In tho chase, an all-important 
thing for a king to know during that 
troublesome period of English his- 
tory, and It is a good thing yet for 
tho cavalry of any nation to confid- 
ently. feel that they are better mount- 
ed than thbir enemies. History tells 
that there were races and race hordes 
long, long before that — in the Greek 
games, back to tho time of Homer, 
where history verges , Into tradition 
and tradition fades into myth. But 
the race-course as It Is now. It is an 
English Institution. Soon the ijrocess 
of testing the (lualities of the thor- 
oughbred horse grew into a favorite 
sport among all classes of ])cople. 
Race-courses niultiplied, and racing 
became a national institution. Good 
look'.ng, fashionably bred, high-class 
horses were eagerly sought after, ,and' 
commanded hlgli prices for 'the pur-' 
pose of trials of speed as an amuse- 
ment. 

In 1727 Jlr. John Cheney establish- 
ed the Racing Calendar, an historical 
recoi'il of all tlie horse-races run in 
England and Wales during that year, 
and in the years following and a com- 
plete record has been kei)t of all 
races run in England down to the 
present time, with age, weight car- 
ried, and breeding of the different 
contestants. In America, Kirk's 
Guide, Goodwin's Racing Guide and 
Daily Racing Form have given a com- 
plete account each \'ear of all the 
races run In the United .States and 
Canada. Tho winners were selected 
to breed from because they had de- 
monstrated that they were the best 
horses, and tho poor ones eliminated, 
thus establishing a breed of race 
horses . superior to any other kind of 
horses in the v.-orld. This would not 
have been possible could they not have 
been develoi\^d. tried, and selected 
froni their i)ertormance on the track. 
The ancestral tree of any descendnnt 
of the Pilgrims on the Mayllowcr or 
tho Daughters of American revolu- 
tion is nothing compared to tho 
tabulated pedigree of any good thor- 
oughbred horse. He is the only real 
aristocrat in America ' today, and he 
and hiB ancestors have eari;ed their 
»ItleSBOn''inapy-a haiidixfought battloi> 
field by conquering their coropctltorS. 
So tit an early date, as It Is now; 
Whaf cwasf tho 'rfj6iinfe4roC5idemon8trat- 
ing the- trUe worth of th4 race horse 
because the, object of .oiSiBport-lovlng 
publlc,.'&nS^the highest ambition of a 
wealthy'' aita leisure class .jvas to w in 
one .of th!g) cla8sfc events') either for 
the honor or the 'money there was in 
it. Still they never lost sight of that 
one main Idea, that the best strain 
was the one that could win. and they 
kept on Improving tho breed until now 
they have size, strength, weight, 
speed, endurance and all tiic desirable 
qualities that a horse should have. 

The French government has used 
the English race horse for years, and 
the product is tlio l-"rencli coach iiorsc. 
The German government considers it 
monev well invested to i>ay over $100,- 
000 for Ard Patrick and STO.OOO for 
Galtee More, t'wo of the be.st race 
horses in England, to breed with com- 
nion farm mares. .\ll the great na- 
tions of the world seem to want the 
race horse but America. The Can- 
adian National Bureau of Breeding 
was organized in lOOS for tlie purpose 
of improving tho breed of horses in 
Cana'da by placing thoroughbred sires 
of class and pedigree within easy 
reach of farmers with good cold- 
blooded mares. It expects to distri- 
bute one hundred sires each year for 
five years to responsible men through- 
out the Dominion free of all cost, who 
in turn will give their neighbors a 
chance to breed to these royally bred 
sires for a small fee. The bureau is 
not controlled by or affiliated with 
any jockey club or racing asso<-iation, 
bu't aims to be on friendly terms with 
all sucli organizations, realizing that 
the race track test is the only one that 
Is reliable. 

That there arc; some things on the 
r;ire track that should be regulated 
and some eliminated every one con- 
nected with the legitimate turf will ad- 
it without (lucstion; but who arc the 
ones liest fitted to adjust these debat- 
able points, the people .Who .arc only 
.ooking for wiuit appears to 'be .popu- 
larity and know or caro nothing o£ the 
merits of tho case, or tho men who 
have their money In -the breeding 
farms, sires and mares, and expect to 
make tho scicntinc breeding of tin- 
hor.sQ a part of their life business'.' If 
it is admitted that racing and the race- 
tracks are subjects to occasional 
abuses that Is only to admit (heir su])- 
portcrs not to be exempt from human 
frailties. , .,, , 

Racing was, is now and ever will be 
the supreme and only trustworthy and 
infallible test by which we can t\t'.- 
velop, maintain and preserve the de- 
sirable (pmlities of the blooded horse, 
akllr.gs, unable to stand the strain 
tr.aining and racing are branded 
failures and discarded, only the strong 
and sound survive and flourish, and In 
turn are selected to beget these quali- 
ties of strength and soundness in 
other breeds of horses, as well as tho 
thornughbred. 

The principal requisite in a good 
race horso Is soundness, again sound- 
ness, and nothing but soundness; and 
the object of the thoroughbred'^ is to 
imbue tliei limbs, the ;cdnstitutlon and 
the norv^B of the hajfybreid.hp^'pd, with 
that essential quality, and thereby en- 
hance its cnipnblHtles. 

The thoroughbred can, however, fal- 
[11 its mission only prox'Ided the yearly 
produce 'bo continually subjected to 
severe trials in public. Tho only ap- 
propriate tost, proved by the cxperl- 
onco of two centuries, is the race- 
course, although its adversaries op-. 

e it as too one-sided, and ))ropose 
in its stead others of more or less im- 
praeticabjllty. The last struggle for 
victory, in which culminates the ex- 
ertion of the race, results from tho co- 
operation of, the intellectual, ^the, phys- 
ical, and ' ttjie' '<m<3Cliaalcar iiuaUties of

One evening a few months ago a 
New York man was In oohversatlon 
with a high ofllclal of tho Canadian 
PacUlc Hallway In the Empress, and 
he said: "If I were to toll my friends 
In New York that I left a city of 
about 80,000 peoplu on a finer steamer 
than any running- coastwise out of 
New York, iil.\intr to a city of 
about 40,000 jn'uple, iiud comlnff hero 
put up at a hutfl ii(|ual to any in 
Now York and S])ent the evonlnfj In 
a foyer unsurpassed, even if It is 
equalled. In New York, where there 
wore scores of woll-dressed ladies and 
gentlfmeu listening' to a lino musical 
programme, and that this was away 
up in the Pacific Northwest, my 
statements would be thought to bo-ex- 
aggcratlons at the least." Now the 
purpose of this reference Is not to 
say pleasant things about the Can- 
adian Pacinc steamers and the Can- 
adian Paolflc hotels, but to direct at- 
tention to an aspect of life here In the 
West, which seems to have a very 
important bearing opon the future. 
This Is tho frontier of Anglo Saxon 
progress, but It Is a frontier where 
we demand and enjoy the fruits of ad- 
vanced civilization. A new town 
scarcely waits to get tho stumps out 
tile streets before It begins to talk of 
water works, sewers, electric light 
and telephones. We demand that our 
steamers, our hotels and our railways 
shall be as good as any In the world. 
The best is none too good for us. We 
start at a point which tlie most ad- 
vanced communities have only reach- 
ed after long years of effort. 
£ Our Western people are as a rule a 
SHrlle, energetic lot. "Why have you 
no white men, who, are wiiling-to take 
odd Jobs at a dollar a day, as they 
have Jn the East?" asked a visitor 
frbm'''Bngland?'^nd'''''the' answer' was' 
that men, who are content with a dol- 
lar a day In Eastern Canada cannot • 
get out to the West. The very atnios- j 
phere of tho West is a stimulus to ] 
effort, and men will undertake things 
that they would not dream of at- 
tempting in the iiiast. The pluck that 
leads a man to come In this direction, 
in many cases having burned his 
bridges behind lilm, combines with tlie 
ozone of optimism that is In the air 
out here to produce the Western man, 
the man who faces the future without 
fear and looks upon obstacles only as 
Incentives to action. 

There Is a lack of poverty liero. 
There Is no submerged Tenth. Of 
course there are a few shipwrecks 
along the swift current of Western 
life, but they are not sufficiently nu- 
merous to form a class or to be a men- 
ace to the general rt-elfare. (iovorn- 
mont and society does not have to 
concern Itself with tho vexed prob- 
lems arising from perennial unem- 
ployment, congested slums, or a vi- 
cious element that delies thi> law as 
far as it dares. \Ve are not forced, 
when we leave the Drlghtness of our 
public resorts or the beauty of our 
homes, to contemplate grim want and 
penury, or crime slinking along in the 
shadows. 

Truly this If a land where .strong 
men and women havi^ a start in tlie 
race of life under the most favorable 
conditions, and without a handicap 
■worthy of mention. What will tlii; 
result of this bo'.' Will the peoiile of 
Western Canada show Ihenuselves 
oaual to their marvellous opportuni- 
ties? We feel that they will, and it 
Is because wo hold that view that the 
Colonist always sounds a note of op- 
timism and progress. Tlie greatness of 
the opportunity before^ the jjcopie of 
Western Canada cannot bo measured. 
Its only limitation Is their ability to 
"tako advantage ot it. Problems which 
to one unlnsjilred by the spirit of tho 
West, seem too dillicult to be solved, 
can be successfully dealt \vlth If wo 
only determine that they shall bo. It 
as not necessary to wait for gener- 
ations for the things we need now. We 
can get them today, If we make our 
minds to it. A riuarter of a century 
has not elapsed since the rails of the 
Northern Pacillc readied Puget 
Sound, the pioneer transcontinental 
line of the Northwest, ' and now one 
has to got a railway map, and a very 
latu one at that, to learn how llie 
country lius lieen grldlroned with 
iiatoel.v Twelve ^'oars' ago thiere were 
'r.abqut ' 20,000 people in and around 
' Victoria, a smaller number In and 
■ around "Vancouver, about -1,000 at New 
Westminster, about 5,000 around 
Belllnghani 13ay, .some '.!,000 at Ever- 
ett, not more tlian .15,000 in Seattle, 
less than 40,000 in Tacoma, and about 
50,000 in Portland, or conslderably-lesa 
ijian^ 200,000 in the.se eight cities. No\y 
at least a million people intiablt them, 



an-d 'thore' are scores of now ' towns 
which had no e.'clstence then, and 
population Is extending in all direc- 
tions. ^_ V;', : , ' 
Aiid , yet the progress ot'tlie,': N.orth-;: 
west has only Just bogiiiti.' Wo' who 
live hero have only begun to find out 
how rich a country -we possess, and 
the world has hardly as yet discov- 
ered it. "America,',' said Emerson, "is 
another name for opportunity," and 
there is no place.in all the Continent 
where natural wealth Is greater or 
where the initial steps of develop- 
ment have been taken from so high a 
plane as in British Columbia.

THE ROSE SHOW. 

Extensive preparations are being 
made for the rose show, which is to 
tako place at the Assembly Hall, :Fort 
street, oh Tuesday next, and tho lndi- 
cations are thaf it will prove a very 
great success. Flowers play such an im- 
portant part in the life of "Victoria 
that all efforts to encourage their pro- 
duction in perfection deserve public 
patronage. Very often In speaking of 
the lloral beauties and possibilities of 
this city, tlie idea chiefly conveyed is 
ot the impression produced thereby 
upon visitors; but that seems to us to 
be the least important aspect of the 
case. Floriculture ought to bo stimu- 
lated and encouraged because of its In- 
(luence upon ourselves. Few things 
have a more rcllnlng effect upon tho 
character than flowers. Like the study 
of tho gentle arts, they soften our dis- 
positions. Tliere is no sphere of rival- 
ry from which greater pleasure can be 
taken than that which comes from 
competition in the devolopmont of 
bloom in its highest perfection. And of 
all the flowers the lordly rose easily 
holds the premier place. It Is not 
necessarily more beautiful than all 
others; it may not possess the exqui- 
site loveliness of some rarer blossoms; 
It may lack the brave, challenging as- 
pect which characterize not a few of 
the garden's adornments; but In color, 
grace, and perfume, it holds It place 
beside ail fivals, and hides a mystery 
In its heart which has made It the 
symbol of love. We cannot say with 
a'b&olute certainty that tho rose Is 
Victoria's flower. Perhaps It Is the 
broom that makes our hillsides golden; 
perhaps it Is the field daisy which 
brightens the grassy waste places in 
the spring; perhaps it is the pansy, 
which every day In the whole three 
hundred and sixty-five lifts its smiling 
face to the sky; perhaps it is the deli- 
cate illy, which tlie children love to 
gather in the spring — they are all so 
lovely that it is well we have to make 
no choice But the rose has a place of 
its own, and It is everywhere. It lends' 
its. beauty to the rich man's home; it, 
embowers the working 'man's cottage. 
It is everybody's fiower. Which Is the 
prettier rose no one-knowsi for It is a 
flower that appeals in Its varied forms 
to every one's taste. "That which we 
call a rose by any other name would 
smell as sweet," but wc call them 
roses, and they are synonymous for 
sweetness. On Tuesday next they will 
be seen in all their fragrant beauty, 
and everyone should go to see them.

THE TRIUMPH OF SENSE. 

Those who refuse to be stampeded 
by tho Dreadnought cry are having 
their innings. It is easy to go into 
lieroics over a proposal that appeals 
to the sentiment of patriotism; It Is 
difilcult and often unpopular when the 
public imagination is inflamed, to 
preserve an even mind and av.-alt de- 
velopments. In a speech delivered In 
England the other day by a prominent 
public man, whose name has slipped 
our memory, attention was drawn to 
the fact that the olfer of a battleship 
by New Zealand had not been toUbwed 
by a proposal that the homo govern- 
ment should build one less, and the 
speaker went on to say that no mat- 
ter what the overseas Dominions might 
do they could not lessen the burden of 
the British taxpayer. Britain, tho 
speaker said, must always maintain 
the responsibility of her own defence; 
the duty of the daughter nations 
would be to protect their own coast 
and assist in making safe the path- 
ways nf tho seas. Tho brief synopsis 
of the oljservations, addressed (o the 
Press Conference by Lord Essher, bear 
out this view, and Lord Charles Berea- 
ford distinctly took this position. Wo 
notice that the gallant admiral advised 
against haste. "Don't let us be In a 
hurry," he said, "but don't let us wait 
too long." The Colonist recalls being 
severely scolded for saying something 
to the same effect a couple of months 
ago. 

The best way in which tho colonies 
can cooperate with the WCothor Coun- 
try in the matter of Imperial defence 
cannot be determined in spasms of 
onthusln.sm. It some single act would 
be a fuiniiment of colonial obligations 
in that regard, there need be no dif- 
ficulty In deciding what to do; but tho 
duty of tho hour is not to build a 
battleship or \'ot(: a few millions to 
the Admiralty; it is to decide upon a 
policy that Shall be fundamental In 
character. We note Lord Charles' sug- 
gestion tliat tho overseas govcrnmenta 
Hhoulil restore the dismantled naval 
depots, a line of policy which would 
certainly commend Itself to this part 
of the Empire! 



Not many years ago Mr. J. J. Hill 
made a speech In" which he belittled 
the grain-producing capacity of Can- 
ada; but lie has changed his mind. 
Speaking to an interviewer In Mont- 
real lie said: "Anyone can see that the 
centre of gravity of your civilization 
Is bound to shift westward. Tho time 
is In sight when your vast prairies will 
hold a population of many milions. 
That being thi; case, you have only 
to look ahead a little bit, and then you 
will understand why we railway men 
are active with our schemes for ex- 
pansion." He also said that the next 
quarter of a century would be "packed 
with more activity In the Ear East 
than the last thousand years." 



The periodical discussion of the Na- 
tional Anthem is oh the tapis once 
more. In its present form this air is 
said to have been flret puibllsheti In 
1740; but it Is very much older than 
that. No one, in point of fact, knows 
quite how old it Is. It seems to be a 
heritage in one shape or another from 
a very early day in the history of the 
Germanic peoples.

A letter written by a Montana man 
which recently appeared in the Dally

Hon. J. A. Turner has written the 
Mall crltioiains tho letter.

June 2nd, 1909. ' 
The Editor the Dally Mall, Overseas 
Edition, 3 Gurinellte House: 

Dear Sir, — My attention has been 
called by a correspondent in British 
Columbia to a letter that appeared In 
the Overseas- Edition of the Dally 
Mull on May 1st last, signed W. T. 'J., 
Canton, Broadwater, Montana, U. S. 
A. I find that many people express 
surprise that so silly a letter should 
have been allowed to uppciir in a 
paper o( your high standing. It is 
uncertain whether W. T. J. has ever 
been in Hritlsh Columbia. If he ha.s 
taken his statements about the jiro- 
vince are wilfully false. It Is more 
than likely, however, that he has 
never visited that beautiful part of 
Canada, and that he Is probably a 
lUsappointed Btlton wanderhiff about 
the arid plains and drsolatu moun- 
tains of Jiontana, and really ought to 
bo taken care of by his friends, lii; 
states that there are some cases or 
garden spots In Uritlsh Columbia 
along narrow valleys, but that any 
idea of the country as one of great 
natural resources in mines, agricul- 
ture or timber, having regard to Its 
size, is untrue. 

He truthfully, however, writes that 
British Columbia Is sparsely settled. 

Now, this sparsely settled country 
protlucod last year, minerals, nearly 
24,000,000; timber, 900,000,000 feet, 
valued at $110,000,000, and It Is known 
to have the greatest area of mer- 
chantable timber in the world, some 
18-',000,000 acres; llsh, $8,000,000. The 
total production of the province In 
fact In 190S, including the above, and 
also farni produce was .about JSS.OOO,- 
000 by a population of ahout :iaO,000, 
showing probably the largest jicr 
capita amount of any country In the 
world. 

The sparseness of population is 
rapidly being remedied for tliousands 
are going in and the great railway 
companies evidently are Impressed 
with t'nc v.alue of the country for 
three new trans-continental lines are 
being built to it, and the great Can- 
adian PaciHc Is adding largely to its 
raljeag^ of t}ie country.

Harbor CoiTimissioner Geof- 
frion Talks of Industry for 
Eastern Port 



L. E. Geoffrlon, one of the three har- 
bor commissioners of the port of Mon- 
treal, has been im a visit to the city 
In connection witli the annual meeting 
of the Canada 'VVholegj^le Grocers Ex- 
change. Mr. Geoffrlon is one of the 
prominent men tri the eastern metrop- 
olis iind Is sli^ted for , a sepAtorship 
in the Domlnioii house. Montreal, he 
says. Is advancing In every way by 
leaps and bounds, and be predicts 
a big increase in the already great 
trade of the port within a short time. 

"It Is i)roposed," he said, "to build 
a large Uoatiiig drydock In the east 
end of tlie clt^•, at a cost of $2,500,000. 
It is understood that a Bi'>t|Bh lirm 
will finance ihQ'_'SCJ)Bme, and .as soon 
as the harbor commlsslotiers give per- 
mission for tho dock,' construction 
work will probably start. As far as I 
know the, commissioners arc favorable 
to the' scheme. 

"This dock will mean u new indus- 
try for the casi end of the c'.ty. It 
will be an up-to-date structure, cap- 
able of taking thciargcat vessels which

San Francisco, Juno 20.— "I'^ighting 
Divic" l-lylanil knocked out Lt-ach 
Cross of Mow York in tlie furty-llrsl 
round of a scheduled 45-round bout at 
Colnui Arena tills afternoon. Tho 
light wa.s one of the most .sensational 
of modern history and wa.-j charac- 
terized by gamencss and recuperative 
powers of the New York puglllst-den- 
tlst. lie was Uoored fully 15 times 
during the contest ana after the 
tweifty-nfth'roufid fouglit practically 
on the defensive- only. 

This was Cross's In'itinl battle on 
California soil and the llrst time he 
had ever fouglit over 10 rounds. He 
started In as chipper as ;i. lark. For 
the llrst 10 rounds he wa.s llie acme 
of coolness. His grc:it cleverness gave 
him the advantage of tho earlier 
rounds and it looked for a time as 
though he would outpoint and out 
box l.'is rugged , antagonist. In tho 
twelfth Hyland caught Cross off his 
guard and sliot a wicked right to the 
jaw and the Easterner took, the count 
of nine. Fiioiri; tHe ftvelfth to' the: 
twenty-fifth the tide of battle ebbed 
und flowed. 

Cross Goes Down.. 
In the twenty-sixth Cross was sent 
to the lloor where he" remained for the 
count of nine, fiound after'rdund, tho 
gong saved Cross - after he had -been 
terribly punished. He displayed game- 
ness that was literally superhuman. 
In 'the fortieth round Cross took the 
count of nine on three occa!>lons. The 
gong .saving him from defeat. Hy- 
land, although weakened from the ex- 
traordinary efforts on his part, in the 
forty-first louiid, ])ut in a ihuk-Ii that 
sent Cross 'through the ropes and in- 
to the laps of the .newspaper men. Ho 
was pushed back into the ring only 
to bo sent to the carpet .once more 
for the • count . , . nine. Hyland 
changed his. tactics,, lie^sho't }ilsi<eht 
n„f ,uifK .'-II ti,-,'. '"-'"ajnlng: '.atteijkth.

The blow landed tii'^fh%''pltTof. cresWs 
stomach and' the- latter, crumbled up. 
He lay unconscious , -while he was 
counted out after- which I his seconds 
carried l.'is pros'trate form to the 
dressing room. 

Hyland and Cross entered the ring 
at 2:55 jj.m. Time was called at 3:00. 

At the end of the lifth round both 
men were fresh, and no considerable 
damage had been done 1iy cither. Hon- 
ors were slightly in favor of Cross. The 
hitter's foot work was good, and his 
blows de!lveri;d with a calculation to 
do damage. AfK^r taking two vicious 
left upper cuts In the J;i\v, (;i-oss came 
back with two straight lofts that .'stag- 
gered his opponent. During the ne.\t 
live rounds honors were about even, 
with Cross using both right and left, 
and Hyland occasionally landing hard 
swings. Hyland planted two hard lefts 
In Cross's stomach, but the easterner, 
by fast and clever foot work, managed 
to get away from his opponent's leads. 
Hyland Badly Punished. 

In tho twelfth, aXt^r a savage assault 
In which Hyland took consldeniblo 
punishment, Cross went to the floor 



for three seconds under a straight 
right. Hyland's face was badly' dam- 
aged. The end of the llfteenth round 
saw Cross worried and Hyland decid- 
edly in the lead for tlie llrst time dur- 
ing the fight. 

Hyland s face was badly damaged. 
In the twenty- llrst round n. left upper 
cut to the jaw sent Cross to tho lloor 
In an Instant. Round after round 
Cross kejjt pecking away trying to 
force Hyland to cover,- but, Hyland, al- 
ways'floxy, never- gave;i';.tho'^bpening 
Ci'osa.was loolt.ing. f or. "In the twenty- 
sixth Cross> was floored 'by 5 a.. left to 
the Jaw, and. took" the. count of nine. 
Ho was punished unmercifully .before 
the gong saved hiin. ■ Hylarid'trled for 
a knockout in . the" twenty-eighth. Both 
were tired, and. a well directed punch 
from either would -have done the trick. 
Cross took the count -of nine again In 
the thirty-second, and in the thirty- 
sixth for the third time. Tho thirty- 
seventh opened with both men fight- 
ing viciously. Cross's exhibition of 
gamoness elicited cheer after cheer. 
Entirely on the defensive, he was made 
a target for terrific punishment at Hy- 
land's hands. 

Cross Through Ropos. 
In tho thirty-ninth Hyland knocked 
Cross through the ropes. The latter 
was pushed back Into the ring and 
gamely met punisliment. In the for- 
tieth Hyland rushed his clinging op- 
ponent away and Cross surprised the 
spectators by swinging two hard lefts 
I to the Jaw. In the forty-nrst Cross 
came up fighting, but was sent to the 
' ropes with a hard right to llie .law. 
i He dropped to tho floor, and remained 
i for the count of nine. He then stag- 
I gered to the centre of the r'ng, t^nd 
Hyland dnding the Jatjr apparently in- 
j vulnerable, suddenly changed his tac- 
j tics, and sent a . terrific right Into 
Cross's stomach. , He dropped to the 
! mat almost lifeless and was cou.ited 
out. 

i San Francisco, June 26.— Manager 
j Coffroth announqed today that in the 
I event . of Leach cross winning this 
I afternoon's contest from Dick Hyland. 
he will probably be matched with 
Battling' Nelson ■ for the lightwelsht 
championship of the . world. Should 
Hylnnd win he probably will meet 
Packey McParland. . Either fight will 
take 'place in the Mission street arena 
on the afternoon of July Slst The 
contest today will begin at 3 o'clock, 
and will be preceded by a ten-round 
bout between local lightweights.

Tho largest sets of triple-expansion 
three-crank engines now running are 
In the American liner New York, and 
tho White Star, liners Majestic and 
Teutonic. Their dimensions are: New 
York (two sets), 45 in., 71 in., 113 In. 
by 60-in stroke, 9,200 l.h.p.; Teutonic 
and Majestic (two sets), 43 in., 68 In., 
110 in. by 60-ln. stroke, 8,500 l.h.p. 
.Vbout 70 i>er cent of the world's corn- 
iiierce is now carried on by ships lU- 
ted with triple three-crank engines 
and having single or twin-screws ac- 
cording to the power required. The 
speeds of these vessels vary from 8 to 
14 knots per hour, but the most of 
them arc below 12 knots. l-"or a 12- 
Imot speed the pov.-er required will sol- 
(loin exceed 4,000, even for very large 
vessels, and for this power and up- 
ward twin-screw engines are generally 
adopted. The greater number of triple 
crank engines In use do not exceed 
3,000 l.h,p. per set. 



Seattle, June 2C. — The steamer San- 
ta Cruz returned to Seattle last nlglit, 
after spending a month at the moutli 
of tho Columbia river salving barge 
No. 91 of the Standard Oil Company's 
fleet.

When th^.Santii, Cruz 
began-, operations' - tho barge -was -in a 
crltlqaj' posit!«h, -at that time lying 
five feet under the surface at low tide. 

Pumping operations were begun, and 
of the cargo of 22,000 barrels about 20,- 
000 barrels were saved. As the oil 
was pumped out the barge floated and 
finally came to tho surface, and after 
much effort was placed on even keel. 
The work is considered one of tho 
best salvage contracts performed on 
tho coast. Tho barge will leave As- 
toria in tcrw for San Francisco this 
morning. Tho steamer Asuncion will 
take her south. 

Salvage operations, says J. E. Pharo, 
of the: Puget Sound SalV9.ge Company, 
were favored by good weather. The 
Santa Crua corijpletsd her contract 
last Wednesday night and left for 
Seattle the following morning. 

Barge 01 will bo surveyed at San 
Francisco and repair.s made. In her 
present condition she Is easily able to 
make the run to the Bay City. Her 
upper works are considerably dam- 
agedj but the hull is in fairly good 
condition, ahbough several plates wjll 
require attention.

Most amateur photographers of any exper- 
ience have been confronted at some time or 
another with a photographic mystery with 
some result which baffled all their attemiits at 
explanation, and was s(>t down, accordingly to 
their habit of mind, to supernatural interven- 
tion or to a shortcoming ou the part of the 
manufacturer. In photogriipliic materials, 
plates and films more especially, wc have a ]3ro- 
duct which has been prepared from first to last 
with a view to confer upon it tiie very utmost 
sensitiveness to the most feeble external im- 
pulses. It is coated wtih a preparation designed 
to respond instantly to the gentlest and most 
momeiitarv touch of the delicate finger of light 
itself. 

The insensilivcness of photographic mater- 
ials is as remarkable as their sensitiveness. A 
plate which has its conii^osition profoundlv al- 
tered by the impact of a faint light for a fraction 
of a secondj may be subjcctctl to most violent 
experiences witli other forms of energy and 
emerge unscathed. It may be heated or cool- 
ed, jarred, strained, electrified, and still be un- 
harmed. But it is not wholly irresponsive to 
other agencies than light, and now and again 
these reach it and leave their impress to puzzle 
the photographer. Besides these there are un- 
suspected ways h\ which light itself may reach 
the sensitive surface. 

The X, A, B and other ray.s share with light 
the responsivity of the ]5hotographic emulsion. 
A bottle of an uranium salt left standing near 
a box of plates will leave its trace upon them. 
So will an' incandescent gas mantle and other 
radio-active substiinces. No matter may appear 
to pass ; the ])ackct may be complctel\- imper- 
vious to light; but the plates are affected. A 
few years ago such a result would have been 
baffling. It was a mystery u-liich (Icfiecl soUUion. 
Now wo look ujion it as a connnoiiplacc. 

Those who like to try an experiment .should 
take two unexposed plates, face to face as they 
arc left b}' the makers, wrap them in enough 
black paper to be perfectly sure that there is 
no risk whatever of light getting to them, and 
place on the outside of the packet some piece 
of jnotal of well defined shape, a coin or piece 
of perforated zinc for example. On top of this 
may be put a piece of paper on which is a little 
heap of the fragments of an incandescent gas. 
mantle ; one that is worn out will do. The whole 
may be left undisturbed for two or three Avccks ; 
and then, if at tlie end of that time the plates 
are developed, they will be found to show the 
outline of the metal, which has been imjiresscd 
on them through all tiie black paper and 
through the glass of the plates themselves. 

This is a case of radiation; but chemical 
emanations may play tricks of a very similar 
kind on the photographer. If we take the 



perforated zinc, give it a rub with a piece of 
glass-paper so as to leave' the metal bright, nnd 
leave it, not in contact with the film of the pliito, 
but very near it, separated, say, by the tliicl<- 
ness of a visiting card,' it will iropress its i)at- 
tern on the film in a few hours, as is seen when 
the plate is developed. Ahunutiiini does tlie 
same. This is due to material cinnnations from 
the bnght metal, which can be 'stopped by ru- 



aiuiiimateur photographer was puzzled by two 
stmiifHit black lines which appeared in tlic 
Sir lit position every time on a certain propor- 
liaicnf his negatives.

known that this will take place even if the 
print is nof in actual contact with the surface 
of the plate. If there is a film of air, or even 
if a clean piece of paper is interposed between 
the print and the plate, given time enough — a 
few days is generally sufficient — the plate will 
be affected. This action is a chemical one and 
closely related to . that of the , metal just .men- 
tioned. The^nterposition 'of a sheet' of glass

torposing a sheet of glass. A (il ni of o.xiclc on 
the metal is a ]5rotection, and cleaning it was 
therefore suggest eel . 

Many a photographic inystcTy has had its 
origin in this action. Both aluminium and /cinc 
have been used for the .shutters of dark slides; 
the former is still popular for the purpose and 
answers very well. But if the side next the plato 
is rubbed or scratched, so as to leave the metal 
bare, there may be trouble. Quite recently 



jz.'ditttjy corresponding with the marks on the 
II . cfir fives. Something- in the top of the slide 
iiMiilcs the scratches, as the shutter was put in 
a: III! .out, and had kept them bright; nnd as 
ijoodii as this was remedied the trouble vanished. 
iAiml sheaths may act in the same way. 

Every photographer knows that if he wraps 
iiipa . plate with its sensitive surface in contact 
\ttviii printed matter, the print will set off and 
sFlmw in development. But it is not so generally 



between print and plate stops it absolutely. 

Yet in spite of this a pair of plates, face to 
face, have been wrapped in printed paper, and 
the print has shown on development, its image 
having been impressed ou the film through the 
the glass from the back. Here was a mystery, 
indeed; but its solution was found. The paper 
was an "art" or coated paper; its coating was 
foimd to contain calcium sulphide, akin to lurn- 
inous paint, and although its luminosity was 



too feeble to be perceived by the eye, it was 
patent enough to the plate, except where the 
printing ink obscured it. This therefore was not 
a. case;J:of;: ^M^ttpn of emanation, but of 
actliaffliglit-action^^ this we have 

onie of the most fruitful.sourcos of photographic, 
mysteries. ' , ■ - i vi^:' 

,' A photographer wont to photograph a royal' 
party leaving a big public builidng. He got a 
number of other views and kept his final plato 
for the party. At the last moment their plans 
were altered, they left by another door; and 
his wait of_ half an hour or so was wasted. 
However, he put all his plates, including the un- 
exposed one, into a dish and developed them, 
and on the unexiiosed plate he got a good nega- 
tive of the door by which they should haVe left- 
He was certain he had made tio ' exposure^ yet 
there was the picture. The solution of this was 
found to be that his shutter had not quite closed 
and all the time he was waitin;^ Avith his slide 
drawn ho was, unknown to himself, exposing 
with what amounted to a small stop on tho 
building. 

The most prolific source of mysterious 
images is to be found in pinholes in the camera 
or bellows. A pinhole acts as a lens. It re- 
<fuires a long exposure, it is true ; but- it gives 
a fairly sharp imago at any camera extension, 
and it is a well-defined image that attracts the 
photographer's attention. The vast majority of 
the results of these subtle agencies go unnotic- 
ed because they take tho form of more or less 
general fog; but when he gets on his pUte not 
only the thing he was photographing but an 
unmistakable picture of something else which 
he has .not knowingly photographed, he realizes 
that-there is something going on beyond his 
control. Sdme of the images due to pinholes in 
the camera -have been very remarkable in their 
clearness and definition, although they are the 
simplest of photographic mysteries.. For ex- 
ample, a number of otherwise successful photo- 
graphs taken during an exploration in Central 
Asia were marked by the constant presence of 
figures which' were not before the camera at 
the time; and some of these figures were recog- 
nized as those of members of the party. They 
were traced to a hole in the camera front which 
had been made -by the extreme point of a screw 
that had subsequently dropped out. 

In bygone days when the negative glasses 
wore cleaned off and used again and, again, 
])hotographers learned how difficult it was tp 
secure chemical cleanliness ; and the traces Bf 
former images on the glass sometimes raani- 
fcsted themselves in a verj^ remarkable way un- 
der the influence of the silver intcnsifier then 
used for development. But this source of photo- 
graphic puzzles vanished when it was found that 
to use new glass for plate-making was cheaper . 
than to clean the old.

Altliougli there .-ire twrnty-twr) 
(TPaniorlcs nnrl llie price reeelved for 
liuttei- was Is ud per pound, the prov- 
ince Imported two-tlilrd.s of tlie but- 
ter locally consumed and sliipped to 
Klondike. The demand for piuiluy .-uul 
nggs Is great and over incrrasiii),', and 
"there is no fear of glutting iiic niar- 
ket. The average price of eggs in innr, 
wns Is 3d per dozen, in 100(1 Is r.d, In 
1907 Ib 7d, and In 190S Is ,Sd— nn In- 
creaso in three year.s of ,")d per dozi^n, 
in spite of the f.ict that tiien- was a 
considerable augmentation In loi'al 
production In those years.

It has been cmplo.ved in medicine In 
the treatment of tlie same diseases 
that have been found to be benefited 
by tlie X-rays. Tliese are chiefly dis- 
eases seated in the sliln or mucous 
metnliranes, such as eczema, moles, 
ulcers and .superficial cancer. Birth- 
marks have apparentl.v been cured l).v 
radium, htit some times tho marks 
have been replaced by disfiguring 
scars even worse than the original 
trouljle. Tlie itching of eczema la fre- 
quently relieved quickly by a brief ap- 
plication of radium. Its 'most striking 
effect Is In citiislng superficial 'cancers 
to di.iappear, and even those beneath 
tlie surfiiee and in parts Inaccessible 
to tlie X-rays have apparently been 
cured by inserting a glass tulie eon- 
ttiialng radium Into the tissues. 

L.npus, n disi'a.se of tho sitin for the 
relief of wlilcli I'ne Mnsen liKht treat- 
ment has been iiinc'h employed, has 
also boon ciiri'il liy radium. 

In addition to tlie r;iys use has been 
miule expi-rimcalMlly of the emanntion. 
It lias bi'on ridli'Cted on a suitable sur- 
face and tlii'ii ili.sKolved In water, and 
the solution Injce-tcd into a mouse has 
apparentl.N- curi'd a cancerous luinor of 
the intestine. 

Other wonderful effects linve been 
obtttlned l^y radium, but it also often 
fails, and until it is known why it 
cures In one case and fails lo cure or 
even does harm In another B(i)parently 
similar case its employment must be 
exi)erinien tal. 

Tlie X-rays have been found less 
curative than thi.'y were at first 
thought to be, and In order that dis- 
appointment may bo -prevented too 
much must not Tje expected from ra- 
dium.

The following list of common Scottish 
bird names (given by E. M. J. in 
Seotsin.an "Nature Notes,") is, con- 
fessedly.

The missel-thrush, or 
storm-cock, is called the fieldfare, and 
tlie red-shanic is sometimes called the 
fieldfare as well; and much confus- 
ion results. The English ' name is 
given in italics: — Hedge Sparrow, 
Dykie, both In Galloway and West 
Cumberland. This name may arise 
from the bird buildinjBr in hedges by 
• dryke-shaughs" — those surface drains 
which are commonly found In fields or 
by tlie roadside, running parallel with 
the hedge bottom. Waterhen, stanlcie: 
Latin, stagnum; French, etang, a pond. 
Yellow-hammer, yellow yorllng, or 
veldrin, or yellow yite. Hogg, in the 
"Queen's Wake," has — 

"It v.'as only to hear tho yorlin' sing. 
Or to ))u' the cress-flower round tlio 
spring." 

Stone-chat, stane-chaeUer, from the 
bird's note. Linnet, lintie; Old Scotch, 
lintquliito; Anglo-Saxon, linetwige — 
the "flax creature." in allusion to tlio 
bird's fondness for flax or lint seed. 
Bellenden, a favorite of James \'., 
writes in "Tho Complaynt of Scot- 
land:" —

Kite, gled; Anglo-Saxon, 
glida. A grasping person is "a greedy 
gled." On one occasion Mary of 
Guise was trying to coaen tlic Earl of 
Angus out of Tantallon Castle. The 
Karl continued unconcernedly feeding 
Ills liawk, only remarking, as an olili- 
que reproof, "The de'il's in the greedy 
gled. Will she never be full?" Owl, 
hoolet. Ringdove, cusliat or oiishie- 
doo; Anglo-Saxon, cusceote.

Tho swalkiw in the 
far nortii of Scotland is looked upon 
as unlucky, and la called the Witch- 
hug. If a swallow chance lo fly below 
tile arm of anyone, p.aralysls is lio- 
llcved to be tiie certain result.

It is unlucky 
lo destroy a swallow's nest. Where 
they hang their "procreant cradle," 
tlie air is "delicate" and pure, ns Is 
staled In Macbeth. The following

The Ring Nebula in Lyra 



Possessors of very moderate tolcscopcs 
arc familiar with the general appenr- 
unce of tho ring nebula In Lyra. It Is 
the ty|>rcai example of tho particular 
form of structure known as "annular 
iie'juiaf'." IMany have thought to re- 
solve il Into stars, but it lias .success- 
fully resisted the largest telescopes, 
while the spectroscope, in the iinnds of 
Sir William Hugglns, gave unmistaka- 
ble evidoneo that Its contents were gas- 
eous. That tills concUislon was justi- 
fied lias recently lieen shown by Piofes- 
sor Max Wolf, of Heidelberg, beyond 
the iioKSlbillly of ;i doubt. He ha;; oh- 
t.alned a spectrum of the nebula, using 
the ring Itself as a slit. Piiotogrnphlc 
Images of the rings corresponding to tlic 
different speetriU lines were obtained 
ou the plates, but the dimensions of llie 
rlngs were found to bo different, and 
nftordcd evblence that the nebula was 
eumi)oscd of four distinct gases. This 
Is not only more precise infornintlon 
tlian Sir Willium HuBgln's observation 
gave, but the distribution of tho separ-, 
ate gases Is also known. 



Tlie smallest ring, representing the 
Innermost portion, is due lo the jires- 
enci! of an unknown gas, I he next 
larger Is formed by liydvogon IIkIiI, the 
llilrd is of helium, and tlie last and 
largest ring betrays tlie existence of a 
gas wlilch ims not yet been Isolated in 
our laboratories. Of these two unknown 
gases something can be Inferred con- 
cerning their atomio,-.welsht. and'.donslty. 
for It l.s knoVti^hat'^When' a mixture'. of 
gases Is subjected to rotation the heav- 
iest gas forms the ring of largest radius. 
Dr. .Ala.v Wolf.", observation, therefore, 
HUggets that tile innermost ring is com- 
posed of a gas of snial lor .atomic weight 
than hydrogoni The existence of a gas 
of nioluciilar and atomic weight of 0.1 
was predicted by Mendelooff from ills 
well-known "aeries." Here there Is a 
further conf Irinution of ills liypotiiesiB. 
Tho gns in the Internal ring is probably 
denser thnn helium. The further inves- 
tigation of tlio spectra of nebulae, botli 
annular nnd spiral, opens a field of 
^roat promise.

The 
Robin — "tlio pious bird with the scar- 
let breast" — whom we find mentioned

(1519) ("Robeen and the Iltil wran war 
hamely In wyritcr") wiis, with Chau- 
cer and Spenser, the ruddock, a name 
occasionally used, I believe. In tho 
West ot Scotland — 

"0 cheerie sings the ruddock gay 
Amang the leaves sae green." 

The sporrow (Jack or Philip) Is the 
sprug or speuch. The starling, .appar- 
ently a diminutive of tho old word 
stare — 

"Blackbird and thrush in ©very bush, 
Stare, linnet, and cock sparrow" — 

Is tho Stirling, found In our earlier 
poets— e.g., Gavin Douglas — • 

"Both lyke ane Stirling or ane pap-'.

The magpie (from Margaret, and 
I'^rench pie. T>n.tln pica) Is the plot or 
liyet; a tell-tale is called by the chil- 
dren a "tale-piet." or (In Aberdeen- 
shire) ".a, ciasli -piel; " while the jack- 
daw, well known for its kleptomaniiu; 
lirnpensilies, in a kae (Hume in lil.s 
poem "The Day J'^stiviiU" speaks of

The partridge is the pailrick; old form, 
portrick; Frciicli, perdrlx; Latin and 
Greek, perdlx.

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The morning after our meeting' at Ucluclet 
I strolled clown to tiic wharf and found the 
whaling steamer ready to start out into the 
heaving waters of the Pacific in quest of 
•4eviathans of the deep. How I wished for 
'sthe^^ttinic; to go with the crew on such a fas- 
ciinating hunt.

* ■ Big in bone and big in tail." 

f!t'*Biit I was due in the famous Alberni dis- 
^trict at seveii at night, and at least fifty 
'miles lay between Ucluelet dock and Alberni. 
it was well on to lo o'clock before . the launch 
was ready, and at about 10.30 we swung away 
from the wharf. It was a beautiful morning, 
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Vvith just emough wind to make our' sea- 
worthy craft roll easily out toward the open 
water, -beyond. Siwasli canoes and sailboats 
flitted' about in the harbor, and an occasional 
eagle soared above the .xliffs. Everything- 
had that air of wild serenity and untamed 
freedom which had been so marked all along 
the west coast, and the green undulations to 
the right and left of us, and the chunning 
foam astern, bore us ahead like the sweep of 
watery pinions. 

As we got into the swell of the long rollers 
of the ocean, the launch rose and fell with 
graceful curves, and we soon left the harbor 
entfaftc'e^far in our rear. Islands to all sides 
"ktarted np 'from the sea; some" clothed, thick 
with a dense growth of firs and other tithbei". 
some liarc and jagged as a flint 
arrow-head. Miles out, the smoke of 
an Orient-going steamer trailed low to the 
horizon, and aiiead loomed mistilv the out- 
lines of headlands and capes, islands and pro- 
montories, hazy in the morning liglit. 

About three miles out liie launch took to 
coughing and sputtering, amd we put in about 
a half hour turning the crank and swearing at 
her. But she was as stubborn as a mule, and 
aljout the time \vc finishcil arguing with her 
she had drifted in close to shore Here we got 
in the lee of. a little ishiiui, and hove to for a 
last wrestle \x\i\\ the stubborn engine. After 
ten nn'jnutes or so of twisting and splashing 
around she suddenly struck her .gait, cleared 
heij throat, chugged viciously and lunged out 
with, a good, healthy burst of speed, which 
she., held to like a bull-dog all day long. 

/Iiijthe open sea we headed out and around 
■ towards B.arkley Sojind, threading in and out 
among scenes of bewildering beauty and di- 
versity, and never a sail or a lifted paddle to 
strike across the lomeliness. Here and there 
a solitary loon drifted, or a cormorant drag- 
ged his liea\\' weight from the s,'a\-cs and 
floated shig-gishly away as the launch bore 
past. Heetling cliffs and thickly crowned 
wooded heights rose in all directions, and as 
we neared Barkley Sound the white and stony 
summits of distant peaks showed where the 
fires had swept across in bygone years, and 
left the slopes withered and bald. Occasion- 
all}' the sigin of human haliitations peered out 
from fai"-off .shoi'cs, the tips of a siwash 
shack, or the whitening timijcrs of a settlor's 
home. 

A\"e rode across iiarkley .Sound on the 
tops of wideflung rollers, combing casil}' over 
them, and cutting through the white-caps in 
a- diagonal course. It was like the rise and 
dip of a galloping horse, and with the same 
sense of exhilaration. We passed The Hun- 
dred Islands, Prideaux, Canoe and Julia 
island, amd rounded llayward Point into Mid- 
dle Channel. Here wc struck rough water, 
and the launch kept "slewing" sidewaj's con- 
siderably to the big rollers. llo\ve\er, bv 
keeping her headed east-southea:;t we man- 
aged to get across the channel after pound- 



ing along for a little over an hour. ' i 
Past Bird, Chain and Link islands, all 
small ones, amd Copper island, a big one, we 
rounded Junction Point into the Alberni 
Canal, one of the most wonderful waterways 
on the globe. Imagine a deep-sea harbor ;g5 
miles long, and froni a mile and a half at its 
narrowest_.points to three miles in most places 
and even wider - at some places. There are 
mo rocks or shoals in the entire distance. 
There is no place where the largest sea-going 
vessels can not go in perfect safety. There 
is safe and perfect passage from the entrance 
to the head of the harbor, and at the head 
there is ample anchorage. 

Commercially, it presents a peculiarly ad- 
vantageous site, for 'it divides Vancouver 
island with this natural deep-waterway with- 
in a distance of perhaps 16 niilcs of the east 
coast of the island. Its bead, at the Alberni 
district, is where amy incoming terminus of a 
railroad must locate, as from the .-Mberni dis- 
trict on the e.xtre.me west there stretches to 
the westward an unbroken wall of mountains 
to the sea. 

l-'rom a purely picturcsciue staiulpoint the 
Alberni canal is nxagnificeut. The famous 
Palisades of the I ludson ' dwindle to insigni- 
ficance alongside these Titanic battlements of 
the centuries.- The, sheer heights rising On 
cither side seem as though cleft in twain by a 
mighty blade of flashing waters. ■ -The''- ter- 
raced peaks above each succeeding cliff -are 'at' 
times blanched w^ith everlasting snows^-'OF-^ 
black-plumed with stretches of frowniii'ghfeni-- 
lock. Firs hang balanced against overhang? 
ing steeps where never the foot of even a 
mountain sheep might cling; or a bird perch, 
save with fluttering pinions. 

Alile after mile through these magic de- 
files we sped in our launch, under a cloudless 
sky, and with nothing but the splash .of lo\-. 
lowing waters, or the. harsh, challenge of, .a' 
(juerulous eagle to break ' the' s6lifu,dc. , '.At -i' 
o'clock we tackled the jirovisions ..with ,th'e' 
appetites of famished wolves, and "tian-i"' ahcl' 
eggs, doughnuts, sandwiches, pie. milk, etc., 
disappeared as if dropped in the yeasty wake 
behind our craft. Our dinner did not dispel 
the beauty of the scenes wc were jiassing- 
through ; there is nothin.g like ham and eggs 
for improving- sccner}-. 

At the end of our journey through the W- 
berni canal, we caine in through the Somass 
river, which enters into the head of the canal, 
and sailed up . the river to-, the wharf at -Al- 
berni. There we met Mr. C. M. Pinco, the 
secretary of the Alberni Board of (Trade, and 
came up with him through the 
towii to the .Arlington liotel. Alber- 
ni is beautifully situated on the .Somass 
river, and its streets are all really boulevards, 
being 99 feet in width. It has two good 
hotels, flourishing- stores, and an agricultural

district of large extent and cxccjitional riclies 
immediately adjacent to it. The roads in all 
rlirections are like many oilier dislricls in the 
ishnul, simpl\- perfect. The citizens oi .Mberni 
are intent on dredging and deepenin.g the Som- 
ass river so as to provide for a deep water 
harbor to that point, the steamers of other 
days having formerly come up to the wharf 
at that point. .-Mberni is one of the long-set- 
tled towns, and e\-erything about it indicates 
a flourishing growth. 

The meeting before the Alberni Board ul 
Trade was held in the town hall, and was 
well attended by an attentive and appreciative 
audience. Air. C. Al. liishop, one of the well- 
known merchants of the town presided, and 
made the opening address, in which he called 



attention to the iniportance of the district, its 
geographical situation which had made it the 
natural site for a railroad terminus, and the 
manifold advantage which it offere^- to the in- 
vestor, the high-grade colonist* and settler, and 
the traveller, tourist and sportsman. Mr. 
Bishop's speech was listened to with parti- 
cularly close attention, and at its close he was 
greeted Avith unstinted applause. Air. C. Al. 
I'inco, the able and energetic secretary of the 
Alberni Board of Trade, made a brief address 
calling attention to the work of the league, 
and voicing his belief in the future of tlvp 
work arid the success of the organization. 

Mr. McQaffey explained the work that -the 
league had already accomplisjied its earnest 
desire to co-operate with each and every dis- 
trict for the benefit of the island as a -whole, 
and the prime necessity of a welding together 
of all the districts into one united body for 
the purpose of attaining its objects. The 
meeting was a success, and the speakers were 
\ oted thanks for their addresses. 

Later in the even.ingf, a meeting was held 
at New~Albemi, the " gathering being Held' 
under the auspices of the New .Alberni Board 
o{ Trade. In the absence of President A. D. 
Alaclntyre, Air. ,C. Al. AlcNaughton, of New 
.Mberni jjrcsided, and made the open.-ng ad- 
dress. .Mr. AlcNaughton spoke in 
.glowing terms fif the future of 
the Alberni district, and his remarks 
elicited hearty applaiise.. He., described the 
advantages of the- Alberni canaL as a deep- 
water way,-^the resoitfccs; of -the, district frqiit 
the standpoint of mi'iiei-al "ahct timijer, and 
predicted the rise of a great cit}'- and com- 
mercial shipping |)oiut at the head of 4he 
Alberni canal. Air. AlcNau'gh ton's speech was 
an excellent one, and showed a thorough ac- 
c|uaintance with the district and its resources, 
it was received with a great deal of apprecia-. 
tion. Air. Leonard , Prank, of xAlberni, one of 
the vicerpresidehj:s ,of the Vancouver ; Isjand 
Development Leagug,^ an^.-a,; pioneer ■;i'n}.,the= 
mo\ enient, folIowed-'\yitilwkvlqpg -biiti: stiffing 
talk, which was 'riotable"'?-Yoh>''ltS'-?ioiiiid Idgic 
and enthusiasm. .-'-' 

Afr. R. F. Blandy, the energetic secretary 
of the New Alberni Board of Trade followed 
Air. Frank with an address as to the aims and 
objects of the league and its auxiliary 
branches, and welcomed the visiting secretary 
of the Victoria brancli to the district. Air./ 
Blandy brought up the. needs of the district: 
in the matter of trails, fail roads and develop- 
nieitt, and showed' his'Micafers how real re- 
sults could be brought 'about by combining 
one district with another, and working as a 
unit toward the general needs. 

The visiting secretary from the A^ictoria 
branch niade a short address, dealing with the 
league's origin and plans, its sincere desire to 
co-operate with the people in all the various 
districts of the island," and its availability as 
a means tn accomplish good for the-island. He 
paid the ilislrict a compliment for its fight- 
ing spirit, and jirophesied, as he believed 
trnthfully, that in lime lo come the two towns 
of the .'Mberni district would be in one, and 
that a great city would rise at the end of the 
canal. — 

Air. A. D. Cooper followed with a witty and 
generously applauded speech, in which he 
urged the speedy completion of the WeUing- 
ton and Alberni railroad, and "paid some at- 
tention to the reniarks of the visiting secre- 
tary, lie said that the secretary was somc- 
thin.g of a humorisi, but that the people did 
noi lo\-e him an\' the less for that. Air. Coop- 
er's speech was the best of the evening. Air. 
Herbert J. Hillier,^ the president of the Ucluc- 
let Development League was called on and 
made a short address, and the meeting* closed 
with a vote f)f thanks to the speakers. 

That night 1 slept at the .'\rlington hotel 
in .■\lberni,»and the next morning, after an 
hour with Air. Leonard Frank, looking over his 
really remarkable jdiotographs, I drove about 
the district with Air. Al. Teljo of Alberni. Wc 
went out to Sproat Lake, in cotnpany with 
Mr. Frank, and also to the Somass river, both 
within a short distance from Alberni. Sproat 
Lake has been called the "Lake Lucerne" of 
\'ancou\'cr Island, l.'ut after taking cjne good, 
scpiare look al it, 1 do not see why Lake Lu- 
ceriiK- should not be called "the SiM-oat Lake of 
.Switzerland." S])roat Lake has fcjur arms, like 
Lake Lucerne has, but in beauty and diver- 
sity of natural scenery it has Lake Lucerne 
backed off of the map. Numerous islands arc 
scattered about in it, and the trout ffshing is 
a thing of beauty and a joy forever. It will, 
when the railroad comes into the district, be a 
spot for summer homes, sailing, bathing and 
fishin.g unsurpassed in North America. Great 
Central Lake, further out in tlie .Mberni Dis- 
trict, is also a famous fishing ground, and 
there the trout^grovv to. something startling in 



size. .Ml the country about these lakes is sim- 
ply indescribably beautiful. Snow-clad moun- 
tains and sandy shores, rivers parting the 
green blinds of , qverhanging foliage and 
plunging into the clear lake waters; cliffs, val- 
leys and cloistered beaches, ail vie with one 
another in their varied charm, and all have a 
loveliness individual and distinct. 

From the lake we drove to Somass river. 
1 take n-iy hat off to this stream. I have seen 
many lovely stretches of water, but after you 
have seen, all the rivers of all the lands, see 
the Somass and you -will find something more 
rarely beautiful in the way of a fiver than was 
dreamed of. It is a renowned trout stream, 
too. .As for water-power, why there is power 
enough in it, according to my judgment, to 
furnish all the electricity needed for a city of 
a cjuarter of a million people. .As a place \.o 
spend a smumcr afternoon, with its mossy 
banks on one side and its jutting rocks on the 
other, with the waters rushing down between 
it is simply ideal. 

The roads wc. drove over were as smooth 
as velvet, and as good as any asphalted boule- 
vard. This Alberni district also offers un- 
usual-attractions to the hunter and his clan, 
as deer, grouse, quail, wild-fowl in their sea- 
' son, and bears and i)anthers all the \ear 
around arc obtainable. Salmon fishing in the 
season is also to /be had in . the canal, and 
altcjgcthcr the district is a genuine sportsman's 
paradise. > , ^ — r— — ~. 

Later on we drove in to New Alberni, and 
walked about the town, scanning its. splendid 
views across and down the canal, and remark- 
ing on its remarkable site for a conmiercial 
and shipping point. ,\'ew .Mberni takes in the 
last available land to the west, being walled in 
at its e.Ktreme western limits by the mountains 
that stretch unbrokenly to the Pacific Ocean. 
At this points the. future city bf'.Alberni will 
Ijave saw mills and factories which .will mingle 
' their smoke with the factories and niills of the 
uper town ; and a fine residence portion above 
and beyond t!ie first terrace of high land ex- 
tends all along the line to the point where the 
Somass empties into the Canal, and this future 
metropolis will extend on and licyond where 
the original town of Alberni now stands, and 
around the end of the canal until it is block- 
ccl by the domed cliffs across the canal. 
X New Alberni contains two excellent hotels. 
I stopped at the Somass hotel, kept by Mr. 
Wateriiouse, and found a hostelry which has 
been built without regard lo expense or pains 
in order to provide a high order of comfort 
for its patrons. The King Edward hotel is also 
a fine hotel, and at the .Arlington and the Al- 
berni Hotel, in the upper town, the traveller 
or tourist will find^ a particularly high class 
of accomodation and comfort. 

The Alberni District people ueca only the 
railroad to start them on a career of perma- 
nent and great prosperity, in my calm judg- 
ment. There is ]denty of timber there, and a 
big area of splendid farm land about the up- 
per town. There is copper, coal, iron, and

other minerals in the hills and adjacent dis- 
tricts. .A salmon cannery would simple be a 
matter of course with the railroatl there. .As 
a ship[)ing center, with direct passage to the 
sea, it would certainly have innnense advan- 
tages. As a mainu'acturing- centre, with the 
lumbej- right at hand, it ought to take rank 
soon. 

There is plenty of agricultural ground to 
afford employment for a rural population. 
There is room for a city, and opportunity for 
a city. With the advent of the railway, the 
city is assured. Already the sites for half a 
dozen saw mills have been selected and 
bou.ght, pi-eparalory lo the coming (.)f the mad. 
And at French Creek 1 saw the cement pillars 
being constructed to carry the rails across. 



The railroad — let it con-ie. Not onl}' the peo- 
])le of .Mberni District, but the people of Clay- 
oquot, Ucluelet and other districts need it. ' It 
would open up a world of possibjUtiesi and-a;, 
dividend-paying grpup of paying actu,a,litie,s,., • 

The Alberni District is a great district —' 
there need be no dispute about that. It is the" 

natural terniinus ioy a railroad, and the natural 
site for a deep-sea harbor of splendid possi- 
bilities. Its wealth lies ready to be tapped and 
brought to the surface ; its connnercial value 
needs only the necessary alchemy of trans- 
portation. 

I stopped at the Somass hotel that night, 
and left the Alberni district remembering the

delight I had experienced in seeing-its mani- 
fold beauties and vast conmiercial outlook, 
and recollecting-^always the kindness with 
which the peG])]c of the district; had met me, 
and the courtesies extended mc all through 
1113- visit and from all sides.' 1 hope certainly 
al .some future time to revisit the district, and 
find more time to .get ac(|uaintcd wdth its peo- 
ple, and perhaps cast a fly on Sproat Lake or 
the Somass river ; or possibly stop a grouse or 
pheasant in his flight through the underbfusli.. 
As for bears and panthers — 1 have lost'none 
of ihem, so probabiy shall not look for them. 

The trip to Nanaimo by the way of stage 
ihrou.gli the Cameron Lake region — well, 
that is another chai^ter, wdiich would take a 
page to tell of. But there I saw the railroad on 
its >y ay and took some -snap-shots with , [a 
carfiera' of the progress cSf? "tli'fe" ^s^orlc'jf^^he, 
railroad --^ lei; it come. That's what 'AlbCr'ni 
needs arid is entitled to. '*

Thi> lives of women have 
been so retiring and jirivate, on the 
whole, that (lii'lr experiences, iiasslons 
and (levollons have been llttlu noticed 
by history. Only the patient delver in- 
to the secrets of loyely llves, win learn 
of a multitude of .beautiful friendsliijis 
that cxi8tcd,iamong mahy'/getitle ladles.

In order to ground opinions convlnc-

generally admitted that women are na- 
turally loss selfish and more sympa- 
thetic than men. They liavo a greater 
fund of affection to bestow, and need a 
corresponding amount in return.

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GREAT INVENTIONS 

The origin of language is lost in the mists 
of antiquity . To what extent primitive man 
was able to communicate with his fellows must 
forever remain .vinknown. ■ To a certain, de- 
" gree we know that language has been evolved. 
Our modern vocabularies . are much more ex- 
tensive than those, of ancient times, and civil- 
ized peoples have very many more words than 
savages. We may therefore assume tiiat the 
men vv'ho lived contemporaneously with the 
cavc-bcar and the mastodon possessed a lan- 
guage of limited range. But any language is a 
vast advance upon no language, and it would 
certainly be very interesting to learn, if we 
could, whether the first men were able to con- 
verse, or whether they communicated ideas to 
eacii other as we know some animals do, and 
from these crude and limited beginnings evolv- 
ed regular speccii ; hut on this point we must 
be content to remain in ignorance. So also must 
we be content not to know when or by whom 
the art of writing was invented. We are so 
accustomed to the use of letters to express 
sounds that they do not appear to be in any 
sense wonderful; but consideration will show 
them to be the greatest product of human in- 
telligence. Letters were not essential to civil- 
ization, as the art of making fire was. There 
have been races which attained great progress 
in certain lines without the use of letters. Lit- 
erature is not essential to advancement. In- 
deed, too great a reliance upon it may prevent 
in some degree the best developmnt, for it may 
. lead us to rely upon the thoughts of others 
instead of employing to the full our own reas- 
oning faculties. The leaders of mankind have 
been great thinkers rather than great readers. 
But these considerations in no way detract 
from the vast importance of the invention of 
Ictter.s and its wonderful nature. 

The school books used to" tell us that let- 
ters were invented b;^ Cadmus, 'a Phoenician, 
but there is nothing in support of this claim, 
except a Greek myth, which says that he intro- 
duced into Greece an alphabet of sixteen let- 
ters. The date when Cadmus is supposed to 
have lived is quite uncertain, but it is approx- 
imated at 1500 B.C. There are no historical or 
other objections to the claim that Greece got 
its alphabet from Phoenicia about fifteen cen- 
turies before the Christian era. If we con- 
cede that, we must also concede that long be- 
fore that time the art of writing had* been in- 
vented. Explorations in Babylon indicate 
that possibly writing was known in that city 
long before the race known as Babylonians 
occupied it. Preceding the Babylonians 
were a people, whom archaeologists call Su- 
rnerians, and they seem to have possessed the 
art of writing. When the Sumerians flour- 
ished is quite uncertain, but it may have been 
ten thousand years ago. It certainly was not 
much short pf that period. 

It is not easy to connect the Sumerian 
style of writing with ours, and some philolo- 
gists arc disposed to think that the art of writ- 
ing was not the invention of any one man or 
people, but at different times, more or less 
remote from each other, it was devised in dif- 
ferent countries. Of course if we accept pic- 
ture writing as the origin of letters, wre must 
admit the extreme probability of the invention 
being a very general one; but it seems very 
difficult, notwithstanding the great ingenuity 
that has been devoted to demonstrating it, to 
establish that letters are an evolution from 
picture writing. A picture might be used to 
represent a man, and this picture, which at 
first might be an attempt at a portrait, might 
in time become a conventional figure, just as 
we see that certain symbols have been adopt- 
ed by lumbermen in marking logs to mean 
something which they do not very closely re- 
semble; but the evolution from the conven- 
tional figure representing a man of letters, 
which spelled the word signifying man, calls 
for too much to be taken for granted. That 
conventional figures already in use might 
have been adopted to represent sounds is reas- 
onable enough, but it is difficult to look upon 
the use of symbols to represent sounds as an 
evolution or as anything else than an inven- 
tion. 

The earliest writing of which we know 
anything is upon clay tablets, and while this 
was the only material available for this pur- 
pose there could he no very general use of 
writing. But this does not mean that the earli- 
est written records are not co[)ious, for they 
are enormously so. The use of papyrus greatly 
increased the employment of writing. Papy- 
rus, from which cames lthe word "paper," is a 
sedge or. reed, which grows to a height of from 
3 to 10 feet. It is a very useful plant. Its 
smaller fibres are woven into baskets and 
boxes : boats are made out of bundles of it ; so 
also are sails, ropes and matting; the pith is 
cooked as a food by the poorer classes of 
Egyptians. When used for writing purposes 
it was cut into thin layers, which were laid 
side by side on a flat surface ; upon these an- 
other layer was placed at right angles and the 
whole was rolled into a sheet, the gum in the 
plant making the strips adhere to each other. 
It was ready for use as soon as it was dried. 
I Papyrus was used- at least as long ago as 
3600 B. C, and up to a date well within the 
Christian era. Paper was a Chinese invention, 
and the date of its first use cannot be fixed. 
The first paper made in Europe was in 1150. 
There is no doubt that the introduction of 
jjapcr into Hurooc did more for the spread of 
knowledge than any other single agency. Its 
first great effect , on Europe was to make the 
common people familiar with the Sacred Scrip- 
tures, although^this, pf coufse, would not have 
been possible without the ^invention of print- 



ing from movable types. . Like many other in- 
ventions, the art of printing had its origin in 
China, at a prehistoric date, but movable types 
were not used in that country until about the 
Eleventh Century. They were introduced into 
Europe by -John Gutenberg about A; D. 1440. 
From the rude tracings, on sun-dried bricks, of 
symbols, irregular in form and not always uni- 
form, to the output of the modern perfecting 
printing press, the change is g^eat and about 
ten thousand years have been needed for its 
accomplishment. 



THE AUTHORITY OF ANTIQUITY 

In one of the papers, read at the recent- 
Clericus held in this city, the opinion was 
expressed that too much stress was laid upon 
the writings of certain eminent divinek. who 
lived some time ago, and one of the clergymen 
present took exception to this, saying that he 
found inspiration in the pages, which the 
writer of the paper thought might be discard- 
ed without loss. We find nothing inconsist- 
ent in these positions. There may be inspira- 
tion to effort and good living - in writings, 
which would hardly be wholly a safe guide in 
our daily conduct. Inspiration comes less from 
what we read than from what we read into 
what we read. The case of the good old lady, 
who derived so much comfort from "that 
blessed word, Mesopotamia," is typical of us 
all. We derive inspiration and comfort from 
things which, if taken literally, have no par- 
ticular bearing upon anything at all, and are 
neither new nor absolutely accurate. Thus 
we read: "There is one'glory of the sun, an- 
other glory of the moon and another glory of 
the stars ; for one star differs from anotl'.er star 
in glory." This really does not mean any- 
thing in particular: it has no particular bear- 
ing upon anything, and if, taken absolutely lit- 
erally, it is hardly correct. Thousands upon 
thousands of people have derived comfort from 
the well-known Psalm, which begins, "The 
Lord is my shepherd, I shall not want." Yet 
every one knows that it is not to be taken liter- 
ally. Instances by the hundred of the same kind 
might be given from sacred and profane his- 
tory, showing how inspiration, hopefulness and 
content come from writings into which for 
generations we have been accustomed to rea;l 
ideas that are not expressed in them. So the 
position taken by the cvlergymcn, who favored 
the reading of these church classics, can easily 
be defended, and would prpbably not be dis- 
puted by the clergfymen who thought they are 
not a safe guide for a minister of the presnt 
day. 

There is a disposition to magnify the" au- 
thority of antiquity in certai.n lines of human 
thought. No one holds in matters of material 
science, in mathematics or even in politics, 
that antiquity adds to the strength of any con- 
tentiqn. Indeed in many matters the an- 
tiquity of an idea is almost prima facie evi- 
dence that it may be wrong. Why should a 
contrary idea prevail in matters relating to 
religion? Why should opinions on religion 
formed by men, who we know were wrong 
about almost everything else, I)c i cgarded as 
authoritative? If we go back slowly into his- 
tory and take up each century by itself, we 
will be unable to discover why the people of 
the Tenth, for example, were in any way bet- 
ter equipped to form an opinion upon the re- 
lations of men to each other and to the Deity 
than the people of the Twentieth. In the con- 
ditions existing in the Dark Ages there was 
nothing calculated to develop soundness of 
religious thought. In the turmoil of the days 
of the Crusades wc would be at a loss to find 
those influences which make for the exercise 
of that calmness of judgment, which ought to 
be employed in the determination of great re- 
ligious problems. When Roman civilization 
was breaking up, under its own dead weight 
and because of its inner rottenness, and the 
untamed barbarians of the North were sweep- 
ing over Southern Europe with their weird 
conceptions of gods and goddesses, we would 
hardly look for the development of a sane 
theology. When society was divided by the 
strongest class distinctions, and when common 
people had no rights, which the powerful felt 
bound to respect, we would hardly expect to 
find men competent to formulate ideas for the 
government of society as it exists today. 
Neither wotdd wc look to men, wlio held most 
erroneous notions of the L'nivcrse. for views 
as to Earth, Heaven and Hell, which can be 
accepted in the light of modern discoveries. 

Christianity has at all times adapted it- 
self to the changes, which it has itself origin- 
ated, or at least stimulated, and it is ea.sy to 
beHeve that it will continue to adapt itself to 
the changed conditions of the future. The 
Christianity of the Fifteenth Century was 
widely different from the Christianitv of the 
Fifth, and both are different from that of the 
Twentieth. The difference is not in principle ; 
but in its application to the changed condi- 
tions of society, and the language of theology, 
using the word in a very broad sense, must 
be framed in the light of modern discoveries 
in material science. Let one illustration be 
taken as . showing how with changed times, 
changed ideas must obtaiii. It was a rule, and 
for that matter now is, in the Anglican 
Church to teach that we should be content 
with tlie conditions of life into which wc are 
born. This is the idea of a society wherein tlie 
few were masters and the many servants, when 
ambition was held to be a heinous sin and 
the fall of Satan from his alleged high estate, 
and the consequent fall pf maii/from his con7 
djtion of priniitiye irindceiice, were att'ribiited > 
to it. To hold today that Christianity forbids 
the progress of individuals from humble posi-i 



tions to place of prominence, from poverty to 
wealth, from ignorance to enlightenment 
would be condemned as wrong by the most ex- 
treme devotee to the authority of antiquity. 

Therefore,' it seems obviqus that, while ad- 
mitting that the wisdom of past ages is useful 
to thinkers and teachers of the present day, 
and may very properly be a source of joy, con- 
solation and inspiration to right-living and 
effort, the cliurch should adjust itself to the 
conditions of modern times. If this cannot be 
done without the sacrifice of something, which 
seemed essential to the divines of a century 
and more ago, the effort ought not to be to 
compel hearers to accept the dogmas of the 
past and to close their eyes to the lessons 
taught by every-day life, but rather to see how 
much of' what used to be regarded as vital to 
sound Christian doctrine and, necessarily 
be accepted as humanity progresses under the 
influence of Christianity.

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(The Greeks, I.. Legendary Greece) 

The ancient history of Greece is purely 
legendary. The begiiming of a race is the 
race's childhood, not'^only in point of time, but 
in point of intellect as well. Imagination with 
an uncivilized people runs riot, but it displays 
the greater or less possibility of development 
in that people. The myths of ancient Greece, 
or Hellas as it was then called, show that eVen 
in the earliest times the primitive inhabitants 
had rich and fertile imaginations, a keen sense 
of logic all things considered, an unlimited 
fund of poetic insjiiratiou and a deep and rev- 
erential love for the beautiful, which last in 
itself is one of the most uplifting qualities 
possessed by mankind. 

It is impossible' to condense in the space 
of a short article anything approaching a com- 
prehensive resume of the mythical age of 
Greece. Greek literature begins with the 
Momeric poems, but before the time in which 
these epics were composed there must have 
been a long period during which the art of 
poetry was cultivated in Greece, for the Iliad 
and the Odyssey are works that show the cul- 
mination of long applied effort. The romances 
and tragedies of the'^Vojan war embodied in 
the Iliad are famliiar to us all, ho less than 
are the delightful . and .macveious .adventures 
of Ulysses, whose exploits are set forth in tlie 
Odyssey. 

Mesiod, another historian of antiquity, be- 
longs in all probability to a later date than 
Homer, and thougli chronologists do not 
agree as to. the date of, his birth, we may :be 
fairly certain that he lived sometime during 
the seventh century, B. C. He has endeavor- 
ed to give us in his poems a complete Grecian 
theogony, and begins by telling us that first 
in order of time was Chaos. From Chaos 
Gaea was created, whicli is the earth, and 
which was considered by Ilesiod, in common 
with the rest of the ancients, to be quite flat. 
.'\fter Gaea came Eros or Love the all-sub- 
duing. Rhea was the daughter of Gaea the 
earth, and LTranos the sky, and Zeus, who 
e'er long became the most powerful of all the 
gods, was the son of Rhea. From the first 
gods there issued a numerous progeny, and 
there are coimtless legends concerning them. 
It is a difficult matter to make a choice among 
the many, none is without interest, though all 
are very fanciful in many cases to the verge 
of absurdity. But we cannot judge a primi- 
tive i)Cople by modern standards, and this fact 
should' always be borne in miind by, the stud- 
ents of ancient mj'ths. The stor/ of Prome- 
theus is a good example of the early 
m.yths. He was one of tlie Titan gods and 
was supposed to be the champion of the hu- 
man race against the great Zeus himself. 

Zeus had a grievance against Prometheus 
on account of the latter outwitting him in 
a bargain concei'uing the sacrificial rites, and 
in order to punish him, he punished those 
whose cause the Titan god chainpioned, by 
taking away from, thetn the v,ery. essential 
comfort of fire; PrbmeUiens,' knowing wrell 
that without this clement the hu.ihan racp must 
die, stole some fire from Zeus anfl. secretliig 
it in a ferule brou.ulit it back to man. 

The sujircme .god was \-ery aiigr) . an<l dc- 
tcrminod to ptinish the offending I'rome- 
theus as he deserved. Under his order.s' the 
gods fa.shioned Pandora.. In the face a.'nd 
fonn .this .creation '.Ava's a loyely girl/'of . irre- 
sistible ' beaitty. ' SHe was ' given the* .power of 
fascination over mankind, aiid ' Hermes "in- 
fused into her the niind of a dog,' 'a' deceitful 
spirit and treacherous words" .Mercury led 
Pandora to earth, where she was bidden to 
work all the mischief she enuld among- men. 
i'ronicthcus had gi\-cn a eounnaiid tiiat mo 
l)resent from Zeus was to be accepted, but the 
loveliness of this creation of the gods was not 
to be resisted, and mankind, beiiig dazzled by 
her'" beauty,' could perceive,, no faul.t in her. Be- 
fore her coming, all the ills and sorrows to 
which hunian, flesh is heir had been locked in 
a casket, and the world was a beautiful place 
all love and happiness ;:);id fair j^romises that 
were ever fulfillefl. The malicous Pandora 
unlocked the 1)o:< and let Suffering and Sin 
loose, shutting the lid before 1ir)pe cotild es- 
cape. Ilesiod represents Pandora as the type 
oithe female sex, which brou^jit destruction 
'to'.man. ■ , ' " V ; 

Prometheus himself,' however, did not suf- 
fer through the machinations of Pandora ex- 



cept indirectly through the misery of men. 
His owin punishment wa§ very .terrible as was 
fiting one who should daire to challenge the 
all-RO.werful Zeus. Pie. was bound by chains 
to a 'pillar' for several generations, and an 
eagle fed upon him by day, while at night his 
sniferings ceased and his body grew whole 
again, that the bird could continue the torture 
interminably. Some historians tell us that the 
goddesses ministered to him through the 
might season, although Hesiod makes no men- 
tion of this.. He was finally liberated by a 
son of Zeus at his father's recpicst. AVe are 
told that Prometheus was enabled to bear his 
terrible suffering throueh the knowledge that 
he had been the saviour of mankind. Aes- 
chylus used this legend as the foundation for 
his tragedy, "The Knchaiiied Prometheus," 
and Sappho reproduced the story in one of her 
songs. It has been the theme of- many dramas 
anid poems and the inspiration -of subFme 
paintings. The Greeks- remained convinced of 
its authenticity for many hundreds of years. 

Prometheus and Pandora iiad a son called 
Deukalioin, who is the hero of the story of die 
Grecian deluge, for the Biblical account finds 
a parallel in the legends of early Greece. Zeus, 
angry with mankind for their great iniquity, 
sent terrible storms of rain, and the whole of 
Greece was inundated with the exception of 
the tallest mountain peaks. Deukalion built 
an ark in which he and his wife Pyrrus might 
be safe, and when by and bye the storms 
ceased, the sun shone osnce more, and the land 
became dry, he and his wife felt the loneliness 
of being the sole survivors of the great catas- 
trophe, and Zeus, pitying their condition, bade 
them throw stones over their heads, which 
stones upon touching the ground became men 
and women. 

Another interestisng legend is that concern- 
ing Jason, who was a great grandchild of 
Deukalion. Pelias was the ruler at lolkos, 
and the oracle had bidden him beware of the 
man who should appear before him with one 
of his .sandals gone. It was upon a feast day 
that Jason came to lolkos, and having lost a 
shoe he was limping along when he met Pel- 
ias. The king fearful at oince, remembering 
the prophecy of the oracle, determined to rid 
himself of Jason, and sent him on an expedi- 
tion to recover the Golden Fleece of the ram; 
which had carried Phyrxos from Achaia to 
Kolcliis, hoping that in the' endeavor he might 
meet with death. Thus was formed the fa- 
mous Argonautic expedition, which was joined 
by some of the noblest of the Grecian youths. 
Th<?,ship Argo, upon which they -had embark- 
ed, not returning, and no tidings of her reach- 
ing lolkos,' Pelias gave Jason up 'as lost, and 
was greatly rejoiced, He proceeded to put 
the yoimg hero's father and mother and in- 
fant brother to death, and the powerful family 
being as he supposed out of his waj', his mind 
was set at rest. But Jason did at length re- 
turn, bringing the Golden Fleece and a wife 
as well. He had married cune Medea, a 
daughter of the King of Kolchis, a woman 
well versed in all the magic arts. Through 
her scheming Pelias was put to death at the 
hands of his own daughters, and Jason took 
lolkos, though he returned the kingdom later 
to Pelias' son : 

These two legends have been .chosen out 
of hundreds of others, as the names of the 
heroes arc familiar to us all, though many of 
us are not acquainted with the myths, aind 
those of us who came across them in our 
student days had probably forgotten them. 



Mental Healing and 
Problem of Suffering 

Paper Read Before Chricus in Jubilee Convention 
by Ret).

A horse (or any other animal, if you will) 
put in a five-acre pasture is reasonably sure 
that his master does not object to a certain cx- 
cursivcness in so wide a paddock. In like man- 
ner, on so lar,gc a theme, I am sure I need 
make no apology for a somewhat liberal use of 
liberty ;ui(l lor freedom to confine myself, at 
the .same time, ttj .some particular piece of pas- 
turage in my ample field. 

Some parts of the subject I can gladly leave 
for those who are to follow me ; some parts are 
so trite that they can be sufficiently treated 
allusively. 

As to the real place that exists for the use 
of the pschycological in therapeutics there can 
be no (picstion. 1 do not know that there ever 
has been any question. Many ages before i\lrs. 
ICddy or Dr. Worcester, there existed mothers 
wlio realized how (piickly .( kiss on baby'.s 
hand could "make well" the hurl place. 

We all suffer undoubtedly top much by 
thinking of our sufferings and we can. all re- 
coyer much more quickly than we do, when 
oui- miiids are taken off the subject or divert- 
ed to another subject. In thi's way some old- 
fash'io'ncd doctors cute lumbago by piercing the 
spot^yith a hat-pin and the Japanese today' 
wdrk.many cures by the api)licati >n of ;x blis 
ter. I remember ])ersonally curing a bad cold 
some years ago hy jumping uj) from a sick bed 
and standing half the night in a drenching rain 
on the Vancouver wharf when a telegram 
reached me that my wife wa.s- just arrivilig 
from Honolulu. And the other day a boy was 
cured of de.tfness by a doctor who discovered 
afterwards (when he had been congratulated 
on the cure), that, he had forgotten to .turn on 
the current of ih is battery. /' j 

As tg the necessity of elevating such knovvl-!: 



edge as the above into a cult, I believe you all 
agree, with me that no such necessity exists. 
It is kn unhappy tendency" of our age' to be-''- 

lieve in isolated truths rather than in Truth, 
in religions rather than in Religion. As a 
Shintoist will go the rounds of his divinities 
seeking- balm for a bruised shin, so our modern 
Athenians like to go the rounds of saving 
truths neatly apportioned amon;;- a hundred 
sects. For many, attention to a truth can only 
be secured by segregating that truth from its 
complementary truths. Alen grow by reaction, 
become doctrinally instructed in ten' genera- 
tions with .twenty opposite swings of the pen- 
dulum, where the Catholic church deems suf- 
ficient a year's faithful observance of the 
Christian calendar. It is just as though \ve had . 
to show our devotion to strawberries by head 
ing a crusade against green peas. 

Nevertheless, in time, truths become per- 
vasive .and what false theories of human na- 
ture and of God's relation to hunian nature 
have driven out of popular theology is now 
coming back to us through the channels «of 
Christian Science and the like. 

Mr. Gilbert K. Chesterton describes tho 
case of the English yachtsman who, sailing 
from the Thames landed at Brighton, thinking 
he had discovered a new continent. So many 
of our modern explorers in things religious 
land within the realm of Catholic tradition 
while they imagine themselves to be pioneers 
of "New Thought." 

But enough on this familiar and well-worn 
point ! More interesting is the question as. tc 
how far the ministry of the church need con- 
cern itself with the application of pschycology 
to' therapeutics. It is always pleasant to dis- 
cover new fields for the idle energies of an 
underworked priesthood, and always tempting 
to venture on schemes for "getting success 
quick" when the older methods become tedi- 
ous. Let it be freely granted that wc do knov 
more about these things than our forefathers. 
We have a new pschycology. The realization 
that our' personality and our consciousness 
are not co-terminous, as the old textbooky 
taught, is of immense importance. It makes 
St. Paul's prophecy of o - being "filled with 
the fullness of God," significant as never be- 
fore. 

But there is considerable danger lest wo 
should go against Goliath with weapons we 
have not proved. Dr. Stanley Ilall said to mo 
some months ago that he thought the Emman- 
uel movement had gone off "half-cocked." 
am sure that is the case with soine of ourimi- 
tations of the Emmanuel mo-vement, especially 
when the most bizarre experiments and the 
most esquipedalian terminology appear to be 
the most attractive parts of the system. Prac- 
tically, I imagine we can give up the arribition 
to hypnotize our black goats into white sheep 
and diagnose our "miserable sinners" as psy- 
chasthenics while we use the best principles of 
the psychological methods in ways not essen- 
tially different from those taught in the pas- 
toral theology of past generations. A return to 
the intimate pastoral relation of priest and peo 
pie, with such use of confession as is in accord 
with the spirit of the prayer book, with free 
access to the sick room and freedom to use the 
apostolic rite of Unction as a piece of sugges- 
tive therapeutics of the highest sanction, 
would, with sympathetic relations established 
between the priest and others (as physician 
and nurse) employed in the sick room, enable 
the clergy to reap for their parishioners most 
of the advantages of the newer psychology. 

On the whole, long before I heard of Dr. 
Worcester, I regarded God's treatment of poor, 
nervous, broken-down Elijah under his juniper 
tree as the work of one most eminently wise as 
a neurologist. That God gave the prophet 
food because he was hungry, rest because he 
was weary, work because his work seemed 
done, and courage because he had grown pes- 
simistic, has always been to me a teaching of 
the very highest value. That was the Em- 
manuel movement in the literal sense of the 
word "Emmanuel." 

There is no reason why the parish priest 
should not follow humbly yet gratefully the di- 
vine exam])le. I suggest three \\a_\s in \vliich 
we can all most effectually increase the practi- 
cal result of our ministry — 

I. By dwelling more tlian we do upon the 
therapeutic \'aluc of reli,L;ion itself. \Vhci'e 
doctors suggest hot springs, and summer 
camps and rest cures, and where the devil sug- 
gests motor trips and car rides and card par- 
ties, let us be bold to suggest the, quiet and 
peace of fellowship with God in His House. 
Nothing makes for rest and saiiit}'- so much a; 
worship. I fere we gain consciousness in those 
deep strata of jiersonality which are contigu- 
ous to God. Such touch is life, and from it on?' 
lives become sacramental, radiating virtue for 
others. As one has said — ' 

"One from the crowd went np 
And knelt before the Paten and the Cup 
]"ieceivefl the Lord, I'etnrned in peace and 
prayed 

Close to my side; llieii in niy heart I said, 
'Oh, Cliri.t, in this nian's life — . 
This stranger who is 'riiine, in all his strife, 
.'Vll his felicity, his good and ill, 
In the assaulted stronghold of his will, 
I do confess Thee here, •- 
Alive within this life; I know Thee near ' 
Within this lonclj' conscience closed away ■ 
Within this brother's solitary day.

AFTER CAPERCAILZIE IN CENTRAL 
^ GERMANY / 7 

We had been staying for some time in a lit- 
tle village in the Hinter-Spessart, and towards 
the end of April the forstmeister there very 
kindly gave us permission to shoot a capercaillic 
each. The cocks only arc shot, and, in fact, 
are only approachable at this time of the year. 
In the Balszeit, as it is called, or just before the 
• beginning of . the breeding season, the cocks ut- 
ter a peculiar^ call, dn the' early hours of the 
.-morning, both as a challenge to other cocks 
;,;and as. a means of attracting the hens. It be- 
- "gins 'with a metallic "Cluck, cluck!" repeated 
slowly'at iirst, and becoming faster and higher 
in tone, until it becomes a peculiar rippling 
sound. This is followed by a long-drawn hiss, 
with neck stretched out in front and wings beat- 
ing, and then the process begins again. During 
the hissing the birds see and hear nothing, and 
the foresters say that they may be shot at and 
missed on their perch in the tree without their 
taking the least notice. While they are doing 
this, the stalker has time to take three good 
jumps towards them, and then must stand ab- 
solutely motionless till the bird begins again, 
and in this manner he may get right beneath 
the tree in which the bird is sitting. They are 
generally in the top of a pine, but sometimes 
they choose a bare branch low down, when, of 
course, the chances of being seen are somewhat 
greater. ' 

Well, B. and I chose different parts of the 
forest in ordc^ to avoid spoiling each other's 
spoft. It was a good hour's walk to where we 
had to go,' and this necessitated getting up at 
2- a.m. to be there in time, for the birds will be- 
gin to call as early as 3:30 am., though they 
mav sometimes be heard as late as six o'clock. 
The first few mornings were blank, until one 
day we started out in bright, still weather, _B. 
with a forest guard, and I by myself. On arriv- 
ing home again at about 5.30 a.m., I found a 
splendid cock lying by the door, and inside B. 
very happy and hot, drinking a morning glass 
of beer. He had arrived at his place at aljout 
3.45 a.m, and, just when they were thinking 
they would return empty-handed, had heard a 
cock calling some distance off. By jumping up- 
hill three stops at a time, they had at length 
arrived beneath the tree in which the bird was, 
but could see nothing. For ten minutes they 
walked round and round, until at length B. saw 
ajaranch move. Following this along, he made 
: out the head and neck of the bird. During the 
;next hiss the gun was raised, and the note was 
^riever finished, for it came down crash through 
the branches, stone dead. 1, too, had been 
within an ace of bagging my bird, and had also 
got beneath his tree, but could see nothing. lie 
was apparently an earlier riser, for I had not 
been there more than a minute when, with a 
mighty flapping, he crossed to the next tree, 
stayed a moment and then flew on to the ground 
where he called once, and then disappeared. 

Tlie next morning saw me with_ a forest 
guard tramping off from home at 2.3b. We had 
just arrived at the scene of yesterday, when 1 
heard one calling some distance off, as he had 
suddenly shifted his quarters. For sonic time 
the guard could not hear him; but at length wo 
made out roughly where he was, and then began 
a most amusing stalk We had to go down a 
ride into a vaUey, and then up again the other 
side. For the first fifty yards or so we \vent 
down without paying attention to the hissing, 
thinking he was too far off to hear; but we 
were apparently wrong, for he stopped for some 
minutes. When he started again, we linked 
arms and proceeded to jump down hill three 
steps at a time, each supporting the other. As 
it was, we were ;icarly over more than once, as 
wc stumbled over stones and small branches. 
At length, the bottom was reached, where I 
loaded up, and then began the ascent. The cock 
was about eighty yards up, on the side of a 
pine compartment, and he was probably suspi- 
cious, as he stopped twice before we rca^'hed 
him. Then he saw us, and wc at the same time 
discovered ht; was on a side branch low down. 
He evidently could not make us out, for he 
kept uttering a warning "Cluck!" and for fully 
five minutes wc stood there, not daring to move 
a muscle, in the hope he would call again. But 
he evidently made up his mind to go, for, with 
another great flapping, he jumped into the next 
tree, and then stopped to look again. He de- 
layed, however, a second too long, -for a charge 
of No. 2 brought him down with a mighty thud 
to the ground, just an hour after wc had first 
heard him. They were both fine birds, B.'s 
weighing eight unci three-quarter German 
pounds a'nd mine nine and a half German 
pounds. So ended two red-letter days of our 
stay, in Germany. — -Tctrao, in The Field. 



SOME OBSERVATIONS ON TIGERS 

- ; ; Th6 question is often raised whether the 
lion bi- the' tiger is the more formidable beast, 

but the evidence seems to be in favor of the 
latter, for cases are on record of tigers in 
captivity killing lions, but there appears to be 
no known instance of a lion killing a full- 
grown tiger. Not that in its wild state the 
tiger is undisputcd\lord of the jungle, or its 
life, man being out of the question, free from 
.perils. Tigers have been killed in single com- 
bat by elephants and buffaloes and gaur and 
wild boars, a.s well as by wild dogs hunting in 
packs. .Alost humiliating of all, however, was 
the end of the tiger in Calcutta, butted to 
death by a ram injudiciously put into the cage 
to serve as the tiger's dinner. So at least tlie 
story runs, but it is not likely that when at 
large rams often take to tiger-killing as a 
sport, any more than that the tastes of Moti, 
the tiger in the Lahore beast-garden, of which 
Mr. ^. Lockwood Kipling tells, can 'fairly be 



i- taken as typical, of tigers in genei'al, "Moti 
was," says Mr." Kipling, "the oiily., animal of 
niy acquaintance that really liked toliacco; The 
smoke of a strong Trichinopoly cheroot blown 
in his face delighted him." 

Of the tiger's fighting qualities, indeed, and 
its tenacity of life, there are tales enough in 
the annals of Indian sport. It is not amiss that 
when we would praise soldiers we say that 
they fought "like tigers"; and though there 
may. be times whe«^ as Captain Glasfiird ,says, 
a tiger, by rams or otherwise, is "almost ridicu- 
lously easy to kill, at other times the more bul- 
lets it gets into it the livelier it secmSjto get." 
Colonel Pollok tells of a tigress, not over 
large, which, its covert being beaten in the 
daytime, again and again charged the ele- 
phants, badly mauling some of them, as well 
as nearly killing a mahout, and was finally 
bft in possession of the field, only to be found 
dead next day with eleven bullets in her, "any 
one of which ought to have crippled her." In 
hoi-blooded, flesh-eating beasts like the large 
cats the chances are that any bad wound, 
e^specially if a bone be broken, will under the 
conditions of their .life mortify and ultimately 
prove fatal; but even with modern arms it is 
impossible to say that any shot can be so 
placed as^to kill immediately. More men have 
doubtless' lost their lives in following up a 
supposedly mortally wounded tiger tiian in 
any other department of sport. 

in other circumstances, like all wild things, 
the "blood-foaming tiger" is generally reluc- 
tant to face man, except in the case of a female 
with her cubs, and one Indian writer, in whom 
familiarity has bred contempt, speaks of it as 
"naturally a harmless, timid lanimal," a de- 
scription the accuracy of which seems to de- 
pend largely on what pne means by "harm- 
less." There are, of course, man-eaters; and 
there has been much argument as to what 
prompts a tiger to turn to a diet of human 
flesh. In most cases it probably begins almost 
by accident. A tiger,- after two or three 
nights of hunting without a kill, waits hun- 
grily beside a jungle path for . what may pass. 
Perhaps it has been beaten off and bruised by 
some animal, boar of buffalo,' which it had 
attacked, and, besides being half-famished, is 
in no mood to tackle large or dangerous game, 
when it chances that some sauntering native 
a child, perhaps, or woman, thrusts irrestiblc 
temptation in its way. Having once learned 
how feeble a thing man is, how easily killed 
and how palatable, it tries again and yet 
again, until it becames the scourg-e of man in- 
stead of being his friend — the "villager's best 
friend," one authority calls it. Many tigers 
there are, it,.is true-.whicl\ live^entirely.pn jlp- 
mestic "ciattJe, and. thV, cp^t of' t.he. upkeep; of 



one which does so has been variously estimated 
at from £70 to $£650 a year. They can hard- 
ly be counted man's friend ; but the tiger 
wdiich preys on tame cattle has already in a 
measure forsaken its natural ways. The true 
wild tiger, undegenerate, feeds on the wild 
things of the jungle, which are ^talked and 
killed as by such a royal sportsman they 
should be; and these wild things of the jungle 
are themselves man's enemies and the dcvourcr 
of his crops, I^oud com])laint has many times 
bee'ii made in India of the devastation wrought; 
by lesser animals in districts where English- 
men have killed off the tigers, and Govern mciu- 
has even been petitioned to re-encourage tigers, 
that the crops might be protected. 

The theory that a man-eater is always an 
old tiger, more or les^* toothless and feeble, 
which has found the strain of catching vig- 
orous wild game too much for its failin.g 
stren,gth, has been upset by the bagging of 
notorious man-eaters which were found to be 
young animals in the full pride of their pow- 
ers ; and it is likely that the taste for human 
flesh is passed on from mother to child, the 
tigress, herself a man-eater, teaching her cubs ' 
to hunt as she hunts. How terrible a thing 
a man-eater may be can be judged from the 
fact that a tiger generally kills every second 
night, whether its quarry be man or beast. 
Having killed, it makes one meal that night, 
then drags the carcass somewhere into cover 
and more or less conceals it as a dog may hide 
a bone. On the next night its habit 'is to re- 
turn to the same kill^ and it is in that second 
visit that the hunter' usually finds his oppor- 
tunity. It is not the rule for a tiger to return 
again a third time, not because it is above eat- 
ing carrion, but seemiiigiy it tires of the car- 
case which it has already twice mumbled over. 
Thus one tiger has been known to kill regu- 
larly its 15 natives a month with almost me- 
chanical punctuality; Another, which seem- 
ingly did not confine itself entirely to human 
flesh, devoured an average of 80 people, men 
and women, for several years ; while yet an- 
other is reported to have killed 127 people and 
to have stopped traffic on a public road for 
many weeks. There have been both English 
sportsmen and native shikaris who have ac- 
counted for their hundred tigers and upwards; 
but many a tiger has killed more human be- 
ings than any man has ever scored tigers. 
On the other: hand, if ■ sportsmen . sometimes 
fail to bag their tiger without excuse, native 
women have been known to beat off the 
"deep-mouthed brute, dread of the brown 
man," with nothing fnor.q,. formidable than a 
hamboo-^cane,- and it rcfcorded that a inis-

Like thfe lion, like indeed most wild animals, 
the tiger, g^udy tliougK/its coat fs, possesses 
an almost incredible faculty of making itself 
invisible. So much scientific searching is now 
going on of the doctrine of protective, colora- 
tion that one hesitates to say that there is any 
advantage in the striping of the skin, or that 
the beast would not succeed in concealing 
itself as well if it were unicolorous. But the 
testimony of sportsmen is unanimous on the 
completeness with whiclvthe black and^tawny 
bars of the lurking animal merge into the 
alternating upright light and shade of the 
steams of the jungle growth, and Colonel Pol- 
lok tells of a case wherein he had a companion 
beat, on elephants, every tussock, as they 
thought of a thin strip of covert in which 
they were confident that a tiger must be lying 
hidden, and it was not till they had given up 
the search that, at a shot fired at some smaller 
game, the tiger bolted from where it- had been 
hiding behind a small bush "not large enough 
to hide a hare." And it has need of invisibil- 
ity, for its life in its wild haunts depends on 
its ability to catch creatures endowed with 
extraordinary acutcness of hearing and sight 
and scent. The tiger, like most animals, has 
a strong and characteristic smell, so that to 
approach its prey down wind must at any^ 
time be impossible. For a large part of the 
year, too, it has to support life when nature 
is parched, and, with all its noiselessness of 
tread, it cannot move without some dry leaf 
or stalk crackling to betray it; so that more 
than one writer of experience has declared it 
to be a mystery how the tiger at such times 
kill.s its prey at all, and in explanation various 
stories have gained currency, as that it an- 
swers the "belling" of the the sambhur and so 
calls the stag to its destruction. It has even 
been reported to lie out deliberately; in the 
open within sight of-deer till by their curiosity 
they are drawn to it, just as' hunters' success- 
fully attract antelope by a rag shaken on a 
stick, and as foxes are believed, and toling 
dogs arc trained, to romp and' cut antics on 
the shore of water where waterfowls are fecd-^ 
ing, to lure them to the land. In the same 
way weasels and stoats are said to draw rab- 
bits to them by frolicking in plain sight. The 
story, however, in tlie-case of tigdrs, seems to 
rest ".on slander evidence, r--' tlte^ tiger prob- 
ably, lives only by virtue of its stealth and 
secrecy, most often lying up by night besides 
a jungle path or near water where the beasts 
come down to drink, but sometimes also stalk- 
ing a, grazing "herd in open daylight. ' Then 
from close; quarters it bri^ks'.'up6}|-'4tsi5pwy, 
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We produce today the portrait of a gentle- 
man who has been in public life in British Co- 
lumbia for fifty years, and has occupied many 
important positions in that time. 

In 1856-7 he was in command of a com- 
pany of men, some mounted and some foot, 
to guard the coast from the depredations of 
Northern Indians, who used to visit Victoria 
in great numbers, and when returning home 
had a habit of landing to kill the cattle of tlie 
early- settlers. 

In 1858, during the first gold excitement, 
when in one summer ^.bbut thirty-five thou- 
sand merchants, traders, idlers and miners 
landed — no houses, and very little' food foi 
them; but were soon followed by sailing ves- 
sels from San Francisco laden with supplies 
of all kinds, including mules, horses and beef 
cattle. Soon tlie newcomers purchased cot- 
ton and cau\'as to cover wooden frames of 
large tents or pavilions, in wdiich were opened 
restaurants, butcher and grocery shops, as 
well as clothing, boots and mining tools. He 
counted 38 ships at one time in Victoria har- 
bor. During this period Mr. Macdonald was 
acting as gold commissioner, issuing licenses 
to miners going to the upper mainland I)y the 
Fraser river, the only arter}- of communication 
known at that time; acting also as collector of 
customs ; but Victoria as a free port no duty 
was levied. A permit at a small fee was all 
that was necessary to land any one consign- 
ment. ," 

in 1859 he was elected to the Legislature of 
Vancouver Island, sitting with the veteran and 
philanthropist, lion. J. S. Helmcken (Speaker), 
Attorney-General Carey, Dr. Tolniie, A. R. 
Green, Selwyii, Franklin, and others. 

In 1863 he paid .a visit to Great Britain, 
after twelve years' absence, taking the i-oute 
via San Francisco, Panama and the West In- 
dies. He was in England when King Edward 
was married. 

In 1864 he was elected to the City Council, 
and appointed first school commissioner, act- 
ing with Dr. J. Powell, Mr. A, J. Langley and 
Mr. Lang of the Bank of British Columbia. 
At the same time he was appointed road com- 
missioner, having an able assistant in the late 
J. T. Pidwell,' who took care of the financial 
land outside; ^York. ^ Unfortunately he. was .kill- 
ed accideritlynvhile riding to Esquirrialt' oh 
urgent business. His death was much felt. 

In 1866 he' was elected mayor of Victoria, 
and the same year called to the Legislative 
Council by Governor Seymour, sitting at New 
Westrninstcr, having- the pleasure to sit again 
with the Hon. J. S. Helnickt^n, Mr. Peinberlou, 
Mr. Southgatc, Captain Stamp, Attorney-Gen- 
eral Wood .(afterwards judge at Pcnang), Sir 



Joseph Trutch, Sir Henry Crease, Mr. R(5b- 
son, John O'Rielly, Mr. De Cosmos, Mr. Ar- 
thur Birch, president of the council. He helped 
to pass a resolution establishing the capital of 
the province in Victoria. 

In 1871 he was elected a second time mayor 
of Victoria, and the same year called to the 
Senate of the Dominion, the first after Confed- 
eration, together with the Hon. Mr. Cornwall 
and Dr. Carrall, He has attended the Senate 
for 36 3'ears \vithout losing one day. 

No doubt there are many interesting inci-

dents which Mr. Macdonald could 
relate, such as the Sebaslipool banquet in 1853 
in San Francisco, his driving with King Ka- 
mahea at Honolulu, and meeting the ccle- 
bi-ated Queen Emma,^ a girl of sixteen, who 
married King Kamahea,.an(l reigned after his 
death. We hope Mr'.'Mac'doiiald may give us 
some of his reminiscences. J , •' 

The following communication from Sena- 
tor Macdonald will prove of interest: 
Agriculture and Dairying 

It may be of interest to know what is being 
done in other parts of the world in dairying 



and in the production of cereals. 

Eastern Canada has made gfeat progress in 
the production of cheese, more--so than in but- 
ter. The fvOridon market, the largest" in the 
world, is freely supplied wth butter from 
Denmark and Brittany, the quality of which 
ranks first-class. Canadian cheese has taken 
a high place in the Briti.sh market (but not so 
the butter), and has driven out the United 
States product, if not entirely', almost so. We 
also know that Canadian wheat has taken a 
high place^, and British farmers are now' experi- 
menting with Canadian hjard • wheat; . '', ■ 

My object in writing this', howeyer," is "t'o 
throw light on statistics wdiich ' havfe come 
to m}' hand, and to show that other countries, 
including Canada, ha\'e already a strong com- 
jietitor in a country which a few years ago 
was supposed to be a barren, frozen region, 
showing clearly the benefits of railways to 
open new countries — I allude to Siberia. Of 
recent years, since the opening of the trans- 
Siberian railway, agriculture and dairying have 
made, great strides. 

In , 1903 no butter was exported ; In 1904 
14,400 pounds were exported. 

An English woman married to a Russian 
was the first to apply modern methods to but- 
ter-making. Her farm now has 180 cOws of 
her own rearing. " ■ ' 

In 1905 there were 2,000 dairies in Western 
Siberia. In 1907 the 'exports' Of buttfcr were 
about 122 million pounds, or sixty-brie thou- 
sand tons — astounding figures. ' • 

A large share of this butter goes to Den- 
mark (there being astute btiytrs on the 
ground), where it is manipulated and shipped 
to other countries as Danish butter. 

1 remember reading some time ago of a 
shipment .of 700 tons of.. biitteiv;tp England 
from Alistralia/ but ' 'wliat 'is' .'that' conipared 
with sixty-one thousand . tons ? ' 

Then as to cereals, Siberia ip 1905 exported 
645 million pounds, wdiich at sixty.ipounds to 
the bushel, gives ten million seveli ' hiiiridred- 
and fifty thousand bushels. 

In 1906 the exports were a little over fle\- 
enteen million bushels, the cereals being 
wheat, rye, oats, millet, buckwlieat^r';maiJ!e, 
barley, and oil seeds. z':: :'"^:j-^f"^i;.y^y •' 

I think the foregoj^ng will show we>haye a 
strong rivaf looming' on the horizon. '"'^Bitt as 
population increases, the Asiatics learn to 
live after the manner of wdiite people, the 
cereals and butter pi;oduced in all regions will 
find consumers. 

As my figures may appear astounding, I 
have no objections to any one revising and 
correcting thcni. ' - • , ' •

It is diffic,ult to imagine anything more beauti- 
ful, more full of dignity and of the supple grace 
of strength, than one of these gorgeous, deep- 
furred brutes (for the Gardens are rich in pos- 
sessing two of them), wdictlier moving rcst- 
Icssl}' about or lyiiig relaxed upon the roof 
within the outdoor cage, wdiere it catches more 
sunlight than can reach the ground, and 
wdience it gazes with that supreme indifference 
of the large cats, over the heads of the peo'plc 
below to where in the farther cages it can see 
strange, animals which now it hasieariied that 
it cannot reach, but must at first htive set its 
nerves tingling. There are also in the Gar- 
dens three Indian tigers, and it is doubtful 
whether one of them, the huge male presented 
by Mr. A. Forbes, does not wigh as much as 
either of the Siberian monsters themselves; 
and lastly there is a smaller but singularly 
beautiful Sumatran tiger, whose fulvous coat, 
as much darker tlian: the colpV of. thfe 'pr^itiary 
Indian specimens as the thick fiir of tfie Sibe- 
rian cousins is lighter, with rts rich black 
markings, makes it perhaps the handsomest ti-^ 
ger of the lot. Even in the same locality tigers 
show a considerable range of color, from 
bright yellow to rich tawny red, with endless 
variety in the width and numbers of the 
stripes. Once a wdiolly black tiger is said to 
have been found dead, but it is the only speci- 
men on record, which is perhaps curious, as 
melanism is not infrequent either, in panthers 
or jaguars, and skins are loiowri both pure 
wdiite and showing faint, reddish stripes uppii 
a white background. But how a beast of' th^e 

. size of a tiger, colored wdiite, can stalk its prey 
successfully- and live in a wild state it is hard 
to understancl. In size, any tiger which meas- 
ures ten' meet fairly, before .''rinning, from the 
tip of the nose to the end of the tail is a large 

-tiger! "Afterwards a ten-foot skin may be 
stretched so as to measure upwards of 13 feet. 
Sir -Joseph* Fayrer gives 12 feet 2 inches a,s. the 
maximum length, but an animal is said to ha-v'e 
been shot at Daudpore in 1805 which measured 
13 feet "and a few inches," and 'Colonel Percy, 
wdio cites the record, evidently inclines to be- 
lieve it. The race of 12-foot and 13-foot tigers, 
however, if it existed, seems to have disap- 
peared, and Buffon's record of 15 feet is at 
least unsubstantiated, while Hyder Ali's alleg- 
ed 18-foot monster, may be 'safely regarded as 
a myth. 

The tiger's voice is less royal than the 
lion's, but it has a terrific quality of its own. 
One may hear it, though most often in the 
night, in Regent's P,ark— ra sort of moaning 
cdygh, which conies, from, the ' back bf it> 
throat, strangely rati'cou's and blo.bdthirsty- 
sounding. There are those wdio hold it to .b'e 
more awe-insi)iring than the lion's full roar, 
and say that licrc in the Garden's one cannot 
grasp "the sujjreme awfulness of the real voice 
in nature, wdiich literally hushes the jungle and 
fills the twilight with horror." But even here 
it is thrilling cnouph and not unworthy, in its 
raw sax ageness, of the beast to wdiich it be- 
longs ; for, after all, the chiel characteristic qf 
the tiger.is its sheer, wild-beasthood : "a model 
wild. beast" it has been well called, "doing thie 
work which nature has set it, and doing it with 
all its might." — London Times.

The One Subject of Interest 

There is for the moment one topic, and one 
topic only, which absorbs political interest, 
and that is the present and the future, of our 
national finances. Last night we brought to 
a close at Westminster the first stage in the 
Parliamentary career of the Budget. (Cheers.) 
In the course of a few days the bill which em- 
bodies its detailed and definite provisions will 
be published and circulated to the country. 
The occasion therefore seems to me, as I 
think it must seem to you, to he appropriate 
to review the position and to consider how 
after nearly three weeks of preliminary dis- 
cussion the projects of the Government have 
withstood their first experience of the winds 
and the waves of public criticism. Let me 
sa)' at once on behalf of n\y colleagues that we 
have no reason to take any exception to the 
general tone and tenor of that criticism. Tiie 
criticism and attack upon our proposals have 
been many-sided and often pertinent, some- 
times severe. Taken as a whole the discussion 
in the House of Commons has presented an 
agreeable contrast to the hot and intemperate 
declamation which has been let loose to the 
world through the last few weeks by irre- 
sponsible critics outside. (Cheers.) Do not 
let me be misunderstood. I am not saying or 
suggesting that the main features of our pro- 
posals- have "received anything like acquies- 
cence. On the contrary, I am certain that in 
Parliament as elsewhere, with one or two ex- 
ceptions, they are going to be' vigorously and 
even tenaciously opposed. To the main and 
governing lines of the structure of the Budget, 
the outcome of prolonged and deliberate con- 
sideration, I need not assure you that the (gov- 
ernment mean to. adhere. (Cheers.) Once 
the' dominating principles are conceded or con- 
firmed by th^ House of Commons we shall in 
the practical working out of the details keep 
.throughout an open ear and an open mind to 
every form of reasonable criticism, and we 
shall do all that lies in our power to remove or 
mitigate any probable case of avoidable hard- 
Ehip. — (Cheers.) 

One Common Starting Point 
I wish tonight to vindicate liic Budget not 
ligainst epithets but against arguments. Let 
us realize at the outset, all of us. to whatever 
party in the State we belong, that we start 
from one common point, the necessity for a 
large and growing increase in our national 
expenditure upon objects whose value and 
whose urgency, so far as practical purposes 
are concerned lie beyond the region of dispute. 
'After taking into account the temporary 
stagnation in some previously progressive 
sources of revenue the sum so needed is esti- 
mated to he not less thaii £16,000.000, of 
which, after making adequate provision as we 
mean to do in the New Sinking Fund for the 
annual reduction in the principal of the Na- 
tional Debt, some £13,000.000, more or less, 
will have to be provided out of taxation. Dy 
common consent that money has to l^c found 
somehow and somcwlierc. (Ciieers. ) Tiic ac- 
tual probleju is how and where. It is to he. 
found on the one hand without unrlue distin'h- 
ance to tiie credit and the industry of tin- 
country, and, on the other hand, by as fair an 
apportionment as is practicable of "the individ- 
ual burdens of the different interests of tlic 
community. In working out that problem we 
have been guided throughout by two principles 
to which 1 ask your attention. In the first 
])lace we believe that all classes, high or low, 
"vvcll-to-do or ill-to-flo, i-ich or poor, all classe,--, 
in the face of a prominent necessity onglit if) 
pay their part and to pay tlicir share. — ( 1 lear. 
hear.) 

The Division of the Burden 

In the early stages of our discussion upon 
old-age pensions — (cheers), — when 1 was 
directly responsible for the finances of the 
countrj-, I asserted in the strongest and clear- 
pst possible terms, speaking on behalf of the 
Government of the day, that the ultimate an- 
nual cost of that great experiment in social 
reform — undertaken, not in the interests of one 
class alone, but of the communit}'. at large — 
must be shared by all, and that amongst o1;liers 
the working cljisses must be prepared to con- 
tribute their, part of the burden. — (Cheers.) 
That was 'the first part. The second is this, 
and it is an equally important one. The new 
'taxes, or the inirreased taxes, which we have to 
impose, which have to be borne by articles of 
consumption, should as far as possible not be 
placed on the prime necessities of life. — 
(Cheers.) Bearing in mind these two gov- 
erning principles, let me point out to you what 
is the actual distribution of the new burdens 
proposed by the Bud.get. I will put it, as it 
tuyere, in two parallel columns. ;.First the bur- 
•'dcn is upon property or capital.' . Next, the 
btirden is upon the indirect/consumer, and that 



ledst' of the two. As regards capital and prop- 
erty, we increased the estate duties and we 
raised. the land and income taxation. We have 
imposed for the first time a tax upon land 
\'alues. — -(Cheers.) I am going to say some- 
thing about each of these in a few moments. 
But the net annual increase' dttripg, the cur- 
rent financial year from' these^ — from the tax 01,1 
property, the tax falling ])rimarily and mainly 
upon the well-to-do, or on those, at any rate, 
who have a large margin above the real necs- 
sities of life — liic net burden that will be im- 
posed by this lax in the current year is £H,- 
850,000. — (Hear, hear.) 'Pake the other side, 
the ta.Kes which are to be borne by the con- 
sumers of commodities — the increased tax on 
spirits, the increased tax on tobacco, and I 
think T may include in the same category the 
new license dut}' on public-houses. ( I lear, 
hear.) These together arc estimated to yield 
— these three different taxes — £6,100,000, and 
I A-enture to think those figures arc fairly 
evenly balanced. Those are the amounts to be 
borne by property on the one hand and con- 
sumers on the other. My first claim, there- 
fore, as to the general ground ])lau of our 
scheme is lliat we ha\'c distributed the area 
of new taxation upon lair and cquitalde lines. 
(Hear, hear.) W'c have tried to hold the bal- 
ance fair]}-, and to secure that e\ erv class shall 
contribute its appropriate (piota, a ipiota as 
large as and no larger than the si)ontaneous in- 
stincts of patriotism and a due sense of nation- 
al justice would prescribe to the common fund 
which a common necessity requires us for 
common purposes to raise. (Cheers.) So

Some Remarkable Figures 

1 am going to trouble you for a moment 
with one or two figures, first as regards the 
estate duty and then the income tax. As re- 
gards estate duty, 1 take the last financial year 
ifer which we have complete accounts, the 
3'^ear 1907-8, and I think you will agree with 
me that the figures are very remarkable. The 
number of estates made liable to estate duty 
in the financial )'ear was 67.000 — I use round 
nund^ers, — and the amount of the value of the 
estates so made liable was £282,000,000 sterl- 
ing. Of these 67,000 old estates, all but 274 — 
all but 274 — were estates not exceeding 
£ 100,000, and representing in value an amount 
of £194,000,000. The estates over £100,000 
were only 274 in number, and they represent in 
^■a!!Ie £'^7.000,000. In other words, practical- 
ly one-half of the cajiital brought into the 
estate duty was brought by 274 persons. So 
much for the estate duty. .\m3w 1 will give 
you figures eriually remarkable relating to the 
income tax. 1 go back ten or a dozen years. 
In the 1897-8 financial year the gross income 
brought under review for income tax was in 
round figui'es £734,000,000, Nine years later, 



field for profitable investment in wh'icli it will 
escape the same toll or a larger toll in the 
shape of taxation than that to which it is sub- 
jected here? (Hear, hear.) Certainly not to 
Germany, where you have a 2s. income ta.x, 
and the prospect — a rather nebulous prospect, 
but a very : menaciftg 'pne— of indefinite addi- 
tions to 'estate duties "'^and other fdrrhs of 
property taxation. Certahily not to France, 
where the income tax upon the higher class 
of incomes, upon large fortunes, is at least as 
great, and in many cases greater, than it is in 
this countr}' at the present iiioment. It is 
not going to a sheltered refuge there. JUit 
there is another question which I should like 
to put in relation to this supposed expatriation 
of capital, because there is no subject upon 
which the ideas of our opponents are in a state 
of more chaotic confusion. No one suggests, 
-SO far as I know — if he makes the suggestion 
he cannot establish it by :uiy evidence — that 
British industry is being starved for the want 
of capital to set it and to geep it going. Well, 
then, what becomes of the British capital 
which is exported ? It it lost? (Laughter.) I 
sometimes think we are living in Wonderland. 
(Laughter.) Our great commercial rival, the 
German Empire — the premier state of Ger- 
many, Prussia — have within the last fe wweeks 
raised a loan of over 40 millions sterling. 
What for? (A voice : '"Four per cent."j Yes, 
for 4 per cent. (Laughter.) A very just and 
appropriate remark. It is 3 1-2 per cent, as a 
matter of fact. • (Laughter.) But they have 
raiseil that loan — I am not speaking of the rate 
of interest — to meet the deficits which oc-

much as to what I ha\-c called the governing 
principles of the Budget. 

The Attack of the Champions of Capital 
. I will come now to the special obligations 
in the particular cises which, in the light of 
our receni. discussions, a])pear to conmiend or 
at any rate to jircsent themselves to the judg- 
niciu of reasonable critics. So far the attack 
has been mainl}' conducted, or at least ha.s 
been most hotly pressed, by the champions 
of capital and of property. I have followed 
the debates very closely, and I confess that I 
do not feel very clear whether the representa- 
tives of this great interest contend that they 
are ])eing called iqion to pay too nuich in the 
aggregate or \vlietlier their .grievance is con- 
fined to the nierms and methods l)y which a 
contribution not excessive in itself is going 
to be im])()seu. Let us examine this in a little 
more dei.-iil. i said there were three taxes 
imposed upon property— the estate duty, in- 
come tax, and land tax. The two former are 
increases of existing imposts. The third is 
an extra duty, hci me deal just for a m(;nient 
with the firs: two. 1 need not describe the 
lovm of the changes we are making in the 
estate duty anil income tax. The (|uestioii I 
want to ask is this — If capital is to contribute 
its fair share to the bearing of this increased 
burden, in what other way can it be made to 
do so? The question has been asked in the 
House of Commons, and it is one to which we 
have as 3-et had no answer. Indeed, the ob- 
jections Avhich have been made to the increase 
in the estate duty and income tax, to those of 
us who were, as i was, members of Parlia- 
ment in 1894, have ■ sounded curiousl}' like 
/epetitions and echoes of the arguments that 
were used when Sir William Harcojirt intro- 
duced his great Budget. (Cheers.) 

The Unfulfilled Predictions of 1894 
We have had ])resented to our imagination 
once again the spectacle of country .houses' 
closed because there were no' longer means to 
keep them going, of foresters and laborers.dis- 
charged from employment because there was 
no fund out of which the pay their wage — 
(laughter), — of a contraction in the range, of 
a shrinkage in the amount of the habitual and 
traditional contributions for philanthropic and 
charitable purposes. (Laughter.) A'ul when 
you pass from the country to the town, and 
particularly to Lotulon, a now only too fainil- ' 
iar picture of capital taking to itself wings of 



in 1906-7, the first year of the present Liberal 
(lovernment. it had risen from 734 to 943 mil- 
lions. (Cheers.) And in the financial year 
which has just expired, the year of 190S-9, the 
third of our years of office, it had risen to 
1.040 millions. (Cheers.) It is no doubt true, 
and 1 quite recognize tliat some part of the 
amount is due to stricter imposition and closer 
collection, and I think I am entitled to say for 
myself, to the change which I introduced in 
the income tax in tlie differentiation between 
earned and unearned incomes, which has in- 
cidentally had the effect of bringing into the 
light of day and into the ambit of taxation a 
great deal of previously unexi)lorcd area. 
(Cheers.) These contributory causes you have 
heard, to summarize the results of the fi.s;ures 
I have just given, give us in ten years an in- 
crease of 300 millions in the annual income of 
the country subject to income tax, and since 
we came into office an increase of no less than 
100 millions. I think that is pretty w-ell for a 
])redator3' Government which, as we know, 
s])cnds unnecessary time in giving unnecessary 
shocks to credit, and which causes such an- 
guish to my much resi)cctcd friend Sir Fred- 
erick Banbury, whom, 1 suppose, we may ex- 
pect any morning will be equipped with the 
wings of the dove. (Laughter.) . Take those 
figures, as to the accuracy of wdiich there can- 
not" be any dispute, take those facts into ac- 
count, and 1 ask you this cpiestion — Does it 
look as if the estate duty and the income tax 
had so far been tending in the direction which 
was proj)hesied? 'J'hink of it; 274 people out 
of 67,000 who have brought estates of more 
than £100,000. What of the prediction of 
1894? ■ - ^ 

"We Live in a Scaremongering Age" ' 
We live — I sa}' it after'a good deal of experi- 
ence — in a scaremongering age. (Laughter 
and cheers.) Ahnost every morning of our 
lives an inventive and a resourceful ])ress sup- 
[dies us with some fresh recruit to the rank's 
of what Milton called "Hydras, gorgons, and 
chimeras dire." (I,aughter.~) 

The Flight of Capital Abroad 
And in many ways the flimsiest of these 
neurotic iniaginations is the a])prehen(led 
fli.glit and expatriation of British ca])ital. I 
ask about it two questions, one of which 1 have 
;put.;,before, but I. haven't got an answer. to it. 
Where is it going to? , (Hear, hear.) Where 
is it going— -that ie il it is going — to find, a 



curred in the previous year — (hear, hear), — 
and some 6f our Tariff "Reform" critics say 
that the loan of 40 millions is creating capital. 
(Laughter.) 

Where 3,000 Millions Have Gone to 

But when we poor Free Traders find that 
it is a fact that we have sent 3,000 millions of 
British capital into the uttermost corners of 
the earth, a good half of it into India and to 
our colonies, that we have sent 3,000 millions 
of our capital into these other fields for invest- 
ment, when we remember that capital went 
abroad not in the shape of pounds, shillings, 
or pieces of paper, but went abroad in the 
shape of commodities manufactured by r>ril- 
ish labor — (loud applause), — and when you 
further remember, a not less important fact, 
that two-thirds of the 3,000 million has gone 
to countries to which our only imports are food 
and raw materials, so that we get back in the 
shape of interest upon the goods that we have 
exported the wages of our laborers and the 
niaterial for manufacturers — when all that is 
considered, what becomes of what they call a 
migration of capital and a loss to the i^eoplc of 
this country? I much prefer the migration to 
the creation of capital. (Hear, hear.) Let us 
dismiss this foolish dogma, which has no 
foundation whatever in reason and experience. 
The New Tax on Land Values 

But I must .sa}'^ a word on the subject of 
our new. tax, which. we are imposing for the 
first time — the tax upon land values. (Loud 
applause.) I won't say anything tonight on 
that part of our scheme Avhich consists in tax- 
ing the capital value of undeveloped land. I 
abstain from doing so simply for this reason. 
The whole Parliamentary opposition has been 
directed against that part in v.diat we should 
call hard cases and exceptional cases, and until 
iWe ; see ; tlieiv provisions made for dealing \vith 
these- exceptional cases it is impossible to al 
fairlj^anduitstly with them. I think I should 
be occupyiiig'the few moments left to me very ' 
profitably if I say a word of two on.that yvhich 
is after all the most importaht-^a;:!*!-, I* believe 
the most productive, the increment tax upon 
the unearned value of land.. You are perfectly 
entitled to ask the question, and I am prepared 
to argue with au}'- fair-minded critic — Ls it a 
just and is it a practicable proposal? First of 
all, let me sec what it is. We don't go back 
upon the past, . We start with things^as they 
are. Wc takc things at theic present .value, 



and ' tlie intended Hax is to be imposed upon 
the value wdiich accrues after the passing of 
the laud to cause which the owner of the land 
has simpl)' done nothing. We have a large 
amount of foreign and colonial experience. It 
is not a matter of theory. We have this ex- 
perience, whicli shows both the practicability 
and the justice of such taxation, and I think it 
is a little curious that at this moment in Ger- 
maiiy wliere. aS you know, their Budget trou- 
bles could be put side by .side with ours — 
in Germany at the present moment the \Vholc 
of the Conservative party in the Reichstag, I 
agree in order to escape the estate duties, is 
concentrating its support to this increased tax- 
ation upon land. 

Where Land Differs from Other Property 

It is said that there is added value arising 
from social causes to other property than land. 
I do not deny it. But the reason for dealing 
specially with land is this, that whereas in 
those other cases' it. is incidental, it is excep- 
tional, it is abnormal, in the case of land, or 
certain classes of land, it is normal, regular, 
continuous, and progressive. • (Cheers.) 
Equally important considerations affect other 
forms of property. 'J\ake the practice of a doc- 
tor. He can change it, and with the change of 
locality he finds an increase in the number of 
his clients. That is a purely personal matter, 
and a matter of choice. In the case of land 
you are dealing with a commodity which is 
vital to the life of the comri-flfcnity, whiqli. is 
strictly limited in amount,' and in' rega'f'd' to 
the right and the best and most politic user 
there is not a man or woman or child in the 
country who has not a direct personal interest. 
I confess, anxious as I am in this and in other 
matters to put myself at the standpoint of 
our critics, I cannot bring jnyself even in imag- 
ination to conceive that it is unjust that w:here 
an owner of land is fortunate enough to secure 
through no exertion of his own and no ' ex- 
penditure of capital of his own, simply through 
the operation of social and economic influ- 
ences, added value to his land, that the com- 
munity are not to be entitled to take part of 
the added value which he has reaped. 
The Justification for the New Measures 
I will now pass to two other points on which 
I ask you to listen to me. This tax on property 
will considerably increase our revenue. What 
is our justification for proposing these pro- 
gressive measures? Our justification lies en- 
'tirely in the purpose'to -^hich this increased 
■revenue will be applied. (Cheers.) I "heed 
say nothing here in Sheffield about tHe'-'ear- 
dina! importance of maintaining unchalleriged 
and intact and beyond dispute our na-val su- 
premacy. (Cheers.) But I want to bring you 
to other purposes than that. That is common 
ground between us and our opponents. I 
won't say . anything about old-age pensions, 
because that again is universally accepted as a 
fit and proper subject for national taxation. 
But I do wish you to remember and to realize 
that oldTage pensions is but the first step in a 
large social programme which it is the object 
and the ideal of the present Government-. -and 
the present House of Commons to bring nearer 
to accomplishment. — (Cheers.) My friend Mr. 
Churchill two nights ago — (cheers) — intro- 
duced the Labor Exchange Bill, a most valua- 
ble and beneficent measure, but, as he pointed 
out, a meesure the real dimensions of which 
are not to be estimated by- simply taking its 
own measurement, a measure which is the 
pioneer and intended to be the- pioneer of a 
large scheme of compulsory insurance against 
unemployment — (cheers) — which, we believe, 
will go a long way towards solving one of the 
most urgent social problems of this country, 
and, as we hope and believe, it will not be 
found possible or desirable by Parliament . to 
stop the'i-e. — (Cheers.) 

The Alternative to the Poor Law 

You give old-age pensions to the aged who 
have passed their time. You give contribu- 
tory insurance against unemployment to the 
ordinary worker, the private inthe army,.,of 
industry. But there are those wlio drop' down 
by the wa}', before they reach old-age from no 
fault of their own, wdiose case is equallj-- urgent 
and equally calls for the intervention and at- 
tention of Parliament. W'e shall not have 
rounded off our scheme of social reform until 
we have added to old-age pensions and to un- 
employment insurance some provision against 
the invalidity of those workers to w|iom I 
have referred. — (Cheers.) That — if you ask 
me what we are .going to do in the domain of ■ 
.social reforiu, — that is our alternative to the 
Poor Law. — (Loud cheers.) And if we arc 
calling upon Parliament to sanctio-n and upon 
the people of this country to bear this enor- 
mous increase in their pecuniary burden, it is 
because we believe that it, will be applied to 
purposes worthy af .a greet' nation, increasing 
in ever}^ direction" tlie efficiijhcy'ol out- people, 
removing the plague spots' from our social life, 
and raising the dignity of the whole ..com- 
nutnity in w.hjch we, live.— (Loud. cheers.), .

■ Across the dead flat of the Mesopotaniian 
. plain, seamed with ancient water channels, 

sun-dreuched and arid, heaves itself; up a 
mighty mound. There is no need to , ask its 
name; as certainly as if temple and fortress 
/^Wallistiil crowned its summit you know it to be 
4?;tBabiyloii, the northern mound that yet bears 
i^f'f tHei "famous title Babil. The city wall stretches 

■ i-^Joilt southeastward from it, then turns back 

sharplj^ towards the Euphrates, wall and river 
, enclosing in a huge triangle the area of the 
town. Great mounds, covering the sites of 
-■■ palaces and temples, lie near the river, and by 
>tfie water's edge, buried in palm trees, stands 
.the house. in which the German excavators 
have lived and worked for the past eleven 
3'"ears. Upon liic traveler who enters its hos- 
pitable doors there falls a sense of thanksgiv- 
. ing for the best fruits of civilization : studious 
activity, hard-won learning, and that open- 
hearted kindness which abolishes distirictions 
of race and country. As he watches the daily 
task of the little group of men who are recov- 
ering for us the long-buried history of the past, 
he will scarcely know how to divide his admir- 
ation between the almost incredible labor en- 
tailed by their researches and the marvelous 
culture that their work has laid bare. "Only 
to the wise is wisdom given, and knowledge 
to them that have understanding." 

Nebuchadnezzar's Palace 
Within the largest mound, the kasr or 
castle, as the^ Arabs call it, lie the rejnains of 
Nebuchadnezzar's palace. Another eight or 
ten years' work will be needed to complete the 
ground plan of the whole structure, but enough 
has been done, to show the nature of the house 
in which the kiiip: rested. It is built of large 
square tiles, stamped with his name and 
bound together witli asphalt. The part which 
has been excavated consists of an immense 
irregular enclosure surrounded by thick walls ; 
one of, these (it forms the quay of a canal) is 
called, by the workmen "the fattest of 22" — 
i.' c.', it is 22 metres across. Another reaches 
the respectable width of 17 metres ; but usually 
the royal builder was content with five or six- 
metres, and even less. Within, there is a be- 
wildering complexity of small courts and pass- 
ages, with chambers leading out of them, all 
^ the more bewildering because in many cases 
the bricks have disappeared. 

Babylon was used as a quarry by Greek, 
Parthian, and Arab ; and the walls must be 
traced by means of the spaces left behind af- 
ter the reiyioval of the building materials. The 
ordinary man when he sees a hole in the 
^-ground is inclined to state roundly that it is 
a, hole; but he must go more cautiously here. 
I-iis hole is not a hole, but a wall. The small 
courts and chambers, no doubt occupied by 
retinues of officials and servants of the palace, 
formed a bulwark of defence for the king. His 
apartments lie behind a court, paved with dou- 
ble layers of tiles. From the court a doorway 
leads into an immense oblong chamber, in the 
back wall of which is a niche for the throne. 
This is believed to be the banqueting hall in 
which Belshazzar made his feast, and on a 
fragment of wall facing the throne you may 
§ee, if you please, the fingers of a man's hand 
writing the ominous message. Behind the 
banqueting hall are the private chambers, and 
behind all a narrow passage leading to an 
emergency exit by means of which the king 
could escape to the Euphrates in the last ex- 
tremity of danger. 

Earlier Buildings 
Nebuchadnezzar's father, Nabopolassar, 
had built himself a smaller but still very con- 
siderable dwelling which occupied the west- 
ern side of the mound. This Nebuchadnezzar 
destroyed, filled up the halls and chambers 
with rubble and masonry, and laid out his own 
palace above it. A wide inclined road was 
constructed, so that he might go down in com- 
fort and watch the progress of the work; it 
was gradually filled up as the walls rose, but 
was brought to light again as llu- upper struc- 
tures were destroyed by the excavators in or- 
der that the lower might be reached. They 
have thus recovered the plan of both buildings. 
Above the Babylonian walls lie remains of 
Greek and Parthian settlements, each of which 
has to be carefully planned before it can l)e 
swept away and the lower strata studied. And 
more than this — work is at present being car- 
ried on in a mound which formed one of the 
most ancient parts of the city, and the excava- 
tion pits have been sunk 12 or 15 metres deep 
to dwelling houses of the first Babylonian 
empire. They pass through the periods of the 
Parthian and the Greek, through the age of 
Nebuchadnezzar and of the Assyrians, and 
each stratum must be levelled and planned 
before the next can be touched. 

Add to this that the most ancient walls 
were constructed of sun-burnt brick, scarcely 
distinguishable from the closely packed earth, 
and .some idea can be obtained of the extreme 
difficulty of the work. The oldest Babylonian 
houses which have been uncovered them- 
selves rest on rubbish heaps and ruins, but 
(lcci)cr digging is impossible owin.g to the fact: 
that Avater level has been reached, The Eu- 
phrates channel has silted up several metres 
durin.g the past 5,000 years, and the primeval 
dwellings are now below it. While wc were 
standing at the bottom of one of these pits a 
.workmen struck out with his^pick a little heap 
of ornamerits, a couple of copper bracelets and 
the beads of a necklace that had been worn by 
some Babylonian woman in the third millen- 
nium before Christ, and were restored at last 
.to ,'tllfe light of the sun. 

The Sacred Way 
The northern part of the jialacc mound is as 
yet almost untouched. Here can be seen the 
sculptured block which used to lie among the 



earth heaps until a French engineer built a 
pedestal for it and set it up like a sentinel 
above the ruins, - It is a colossal lion 
standing over the body of a man, . who lies ;with 
arms uplifted. The mati's head' ' is broken 
aw^y, and the whole group is only half fin- 
ished; but there is something' terriblj' sinister 
in the aspect of the great beast with the helji- 
Icss human figure beneath his feet. It is as 
though the workmen of the king had left for 
all time an image of Destiny, stepping relent- 
lessly over the generations of mankind, be- 
fore they themselves passed into .its clutches. 
All along the east side of the palace stretches 
the Via Sacra, contracting at one point only 
its splendid width that it may pass through 
the gate that stands midway between the house 
of the king and the temple of the goddess Ish- 
tar. This gate — its origin is attested by a 
cruciform inscription — is the most magnificent 
fragment that remains of Nebuchadnezzar's 
constructions. Four or five times did he fill 
up the Via Sacra and raise its level by several 
metres, and each time he built up the brick 
towers of the double gate to correspond. The 
various levels of the pavements can he seen 
on the sides of the excavation trench. The 
towers rear their height unbroken, a stupen- 
dous mass of masonry, strong as iron, decor-

From time to time, and especiiilly during 
the holiday season when v/e arc iniprL's.scd by 
irresistible nioveincut of the sea, it is sug- 
gested that we should harness the enormous 
power of the tides,.,the, idea being that in the 
tides we have a large" and free source of useful 
power, which is iudependcnt of the wind and 
rain or the seasons. This is a subject ou which 
much misconception undoubtedly exists. In the 
first place we must put on one side all those 
impressive calculations which tell us of the 
total power represented by the great movements 
of the ocean which we call the tides. That 
power can hardly be touched ; it is beyond our 
reach. For a inoveincnt of water, whether in 
the form of a floating stream or a waterfall, can 
only be Utilized ias a source of power when wo 
have sortie fixed object upon which to locate our 
.turbines and other power-generating machinery, 
and relative to which the water has its motion. 
If the machinery moves with the water no 
power can be obtained. Hence the tides can 
only be harnessed in the immediate neighbor- 
hood of the shore. 

There are perhaps two wa}'s in which tidal 
power may be obtaim.'d, although both are 
really alike in principal. In both cases a con-

ated on every side with alternate bulls and 
dragons cast in relief on the brick. The noble 
strength of the bulls, stepping out solidly 
with arched neck, contrasts with the slender, 
ferocious grace of the dra.gons ; anfl the two 
companies form a bodyguard worliiy of the 
gate of kings and gods. Along the walls of 
the Via Sacra marched a procession of lions. 
Fragments of the bricks have been found and 
jnit together at Berlin. They too were in re- 
lief, but covered with fine enamel, the colors 
laid side by side without the intermission of 
any cloissons. This art of enamelling is lost, 
and no modern workman has been able to 
imitate it. 

The Temple of Ishtar 

On the east side of the gate stands the lit- 
tle temple of Ishtar, raised on a high platform, 
from which you look down on to the jdain 
where once lay the city. The temple is built 
of sun-dried brick, probably in accordance 
with hieratic tradition, which held to the an- 
cient building material used by remote ances- 
ters, who were unacquainted with the finer 
and more durable burnt brick. Si'Aall courts 
with side chambers lead into an inner "holy 
of holies," where in a niche stood the symbol 
or effigy of the goddess. I^ehind all there is a 
narrow blind passage, which was probabl}' 
used by the priest when they confounded the 
common folk with their sacred hocus-pocus. 
The Via Sacra pursues from the gale its state- 
ly way, skirting along the edge of an immense 
open court that lay between the palace and the 
temple of the god Marduk, and turns off at an 
angle to the mound wherein that temple lies. 
It has not as .vet been excavated, hut a huge 
pit sunk in the centre of the mound has laid 
bare the walls of the entrance court, built of 
sun-dried brick. The excavators hope to con- 
tinue their work here; it will be no easy mat- 
ter, for the moiuid yi?as evidently thickly in- 
habited in the Greek' and Parthian periods, and 
its upper levels-consist mainly 'of refuse, heaiis. 

"when the workmen cut down thi*ough 
them to reach the temple gate the stench, 
combined with the stifling heat of the [)it, was

A REVIVAL 

To hear a Haydn sonato on the clavecin, 
the parent of the modern pianoforte, was an 
experience enjoyed in Paris recently. This in- 
strument has a similar long wooden case, with 
a shorter, double keyboard, and in metallic 
resonance and sonorit}' it somewhat resembles 
.a zither. 

The minuet movement of the C major 
Sonata showed, however, what a very grace- 
ful and light background the instrument pro- 
vifled for those ga\'ottes and minuet dances 
by pretty, hooped and powdered ladies of the 
time, 

A society founded b}' Henri Casadcsus for 
the, study of ancient musical instruments was 
the means of this recital', who.^also introduced 
a quartette of string instruments in a Sonata 
by Hasse, a composer who flourished between 
1699 <i'i<' 178.3. The viole d'armour, supported 
by the violc de jambe and viole dc basso, with 
the little known "c|uiuton," made np a melodi- 
ous and delicate ensemble. With the quar- 
tette there mingled occasionally a few strange 
notes for the "harp-luth," a lute almost as 
high and large as the modern harp, but with a 
curious tone that refused to mingle with any 
other strings, and resounded with a piping, 
rounded call, such as a distant blackbird might 
emulate. 



siderable body of water is shut up inside a bag, 
estuary, or dock when the tide is in and allow- 
ed to escape during the outgoing tide. The 
flowing water is made cither to pass throti.gh 
suitable hydraulic turbines or to sweep against 
the paddles of an uitdershot water-wheel. With 
the former type of water engine a dam must 
be erected to enclose the water and maintain a 
difference in level, so that as the water passes 
from one level to the other through the turbines 
power is generated. With an undershot water- 
wheel no dam is necessary provided the body 
of water enclosed is fairly large and has to pass 
through a narrow channel on its wiiy to and 
from the sea. .-Vnothor method of utilizing the 
tides has been suggested, hut it is really f|iule 
iniiiracticable. It has Ixien ])roposed that a 
large flo:it, such as the floating landing-stage at 
Liverpool, should he allowt.'tl to rise and fall 
with the tides and throu.gli the mcKlium of levei-s 
and wheels drive electric generators. When it 
is remembered how slow the motion of such a 
float is it will be realized that there is nothing 
in the idea. 

Before proceeding to discuss practical 
methods it will be as well to estimate tlio maxi- 
mum possible work obtainable from a tidal flow. 
Assume that we have a twcnty-foet tide and a 
basin one square mile in area, and that it is 
possible to keep the basin at its low-water level 
until the tide is at its highest, and then before 
the tide falls at . all to fdl the ' basin to high- 
water level. When the tide is at. its lowest all 
the water is discharged at 'thnf level. The 
weight of water necessary to fill or empty the 
basin would be about sixteen million tons, and 
if the whole of the possible work- in the water 
\vas obtained and averaged out (luitc evenly it 
would amount to about thirty tliousaiul horse- 
power. Two criticisms on this calculation at 
once suggest themselves. In the first place the 
best of machinery is inefficient, and hence not 
more than about two-thirds of the power avail- 
able can be obtained for useful work; and in the 
second place the foregoing calculation assumes 
impossible conditions. It is not possible to 
wait until the tide is rpiite full before filling the 
basin; it woitld be quite impossible to fill It be- 
fore the tide had fallen appreciably, and at the 



same time pass the water through the turbines 
necessary for power generation. Further, even 
if the basin could be filled and emptied as de- 
scribed the whole of the power would have-to be . 
generated during the half-hour 'or so of slack" 
tide at high and low water. This wotild'rieces- 
sitate machines big 'enough to develop'- about 
twenty times the average power when spread 
out over the whole day. 

In order to spread the power out, or ns it 
were to form a reservoir of power, over the 
whole day extensive batteries of accumulators 
would be necessary. Indeed, without going into" 
details, it is quite obvious that the capital "cost 
per unit of electricity sold would be many times, 
probably between thirty and fifty times, tha't of 
a* modern steam power station. PIcnce, although 
the cost of power would naturally vary accord- 
ing to the initure of the demand, as with steam 
generating systems, it is quite safe to say that 
the cost of tidal jiowcr would be several times 
that of steam power. Of course we have been 
considering an extreme proposal for tidal 
power generation. In practice it would be ar- 
ranged somewhat more economically, although 
at a considerable waste of energy. The flow of 
water would be allowed to take place for a much 
longer period, and in consequence the average 
difference in level between the basin and the 
sea, which is a measure of the energy available, 
would be much loss, jirobnbly about one-third 
that assumed in the first arrangement. This 
might bring the capital cost, apart from that 
of the dam, down to about two or three times 
that of a steam generating, station. The. dam, 
of course, would most likely bo an expensive 
work — how expensive would depend upon the 
natural configuration of the basin. The general 
nature of the final result would, however, still 
be that tidal power would cost considerably 
more than steam power. When people speak 
of the power of the tides as being free they over- 
look the essential fact that the immediate source 
of power, be it fuel, electro-chemical reactions, 
or a waterfall, js only one of the items which 
count in the cost of producing a marketable 
form of power. Generally this particular cost 
is not the most important, and thus it frequently 
happens that water power is unable to compete 
with steam power. An example of this is to be 
found in South Africa, where the proposal to 
transmit electrical power from the great Vic- 
toria Falls to the Rand seems to have been 
dropped in favor of an extension of steam gen- 
erating stations. 

It may be convenient to glance: at- the pos- 
r sibilities of generating" power ■ from •the waves. 
This, of cottrse, is-quite a'differehtproppsitibn 
from that of tidal povver. It has the obvious dis- 
advantage that the size of the waves varies very, 
greatly with the seasons and from day to day; 
although, on the other hand, the waves are not 
subject to periods of slackness four times d?ily 
as the tides arc. There is no great difficulty 
in arranging a float and mechanism so as to 
convert the wave motion into a rotary orie...T|he . 
speed of rotation will depend upon the size ' of 
the waves, so that' either a special type of gen- 
erator is necessary or some speed-^changirig 
mechanism. In any case the amount of poWer 
available is comparatively small in proportion" 
to the amount of iiiecbar-ism involved. Here 
a.gain, as in the case of tidal power, the natural 
disadvantages of tJiis form of power arc high 
capital cost and laci-c of flexibility. Coal is too 
cheap and convenient in this country to be in 
any danger from the competition of sea-water' 
power.

"While strongly holding tho view 
that substantial progress In a large 
sclieme of afforeslation Is only possi- 
ble flirougli tho direct Intervention of 
the state, and that this intervention 
necessitates compulsory powers, your 
coiiiinissionors llrinlc that tho co-oper- 
ation of landovvners . should not bo ex- 
cluded from conaidoratlon. In ' this 
connection evidence has been given hy 
■Lord Layat of a scheme of co-partner-.. 



ship between the state and the private 
owner of the land. His suggestion is 
that the owner should provide the land 
free of cost, and the state should pro- 
vide tho capital necessary to its affor- 
estation, and that tho profits of the 
undertaking should be shared pro rata 
of their respective contributions ; to- 
wards the whole cost of the undortalc- 
ingi- An Integral part of this scheme 
ia that the landowner should have the 
option at any time of resuming his 
ownership by buying out tho state in- 
terest, calculated at compound inter- 
est on tho original expenditure, with 
possibly some additional payment, In 
view of the the risks undertaken by 
the state. For this proposal it . Is 
claimed that the initial provision of 
capital by tho state will be diminished 
by tho sum which the land would have 
ctst If purchased and that tho possllilo 
hostility of private owners to compul- 
sory sale would be overcome; and fur- 
ther that it would have the advantage 
of Inaurins the co-operation and as- 
sistance of jocal experience. Your 
commissioners are of opinion that 
these proposals suggest one of many 
forms of voluntary aciulsition. It 
might bo found desirable to give the 
forest commissioners referred to sub- 
sequently power to afforest lanci ac- 
quired otherwise than by purchase, 'by 
special arrangement with tho owner 
on such terms and conditions as may 
be ;Li)proved liy the treasury, and pro- 
vided due security is taken for tho 
continuity of the scheme under tho su- 
liervlslon of tho commissioners. A 
tlilrd method could be adopted in the 
case where the owner of 'a surveyed 
area Is prepared to carry through the 
work in a reasonable time, under tho 
supervision and to the satisfaction of 
the forest commissioners. In this caso 
your commissioners think that com- 
pulsory powers of ' purchase should 
not be enforced against him. .His ac- 
tion would entail tlie omployhient of 
as much labor as If tlie work wore 
done by the state, and tlio effect on 
the timber supplies of the countrv 
would not be malcrlaily different. But 
in no circumstances do yom- commis- 
sioners suggest that the stato sliould 
bo expected to finance schemes of pri- 
vate afforestation, by way of loan or 
otherwise. The security would not, In 
their opinion. In' such cases be of a 
sufilciently substantial kind to war- 
rant such action, 'i'ho exl.stlng facili- 
ties, liowever, given to landowners for 
obt.aining loans for planting, secured 
in tli(> same way as other loans for 
permanent improvements, niiglit, per- 
haps with advnnfase, be increased by 
extending tlie time for the repayment 
of the loan." 

In tho carefully made estimates of 
outgo and income the cost of land, in- 
cluding conveyance, compensation to 
tenants, and valuation of growing 
trees. Is put at .CO 10s per acre. Tho 
cost of forestation is estimated at .CO 
lOs per acre and tho administrative 
expenses at four shillings. One-third 
of . the total area Is to be worked on 
a forty arid two-thirds on an eighty- 
year rotation. Thinnings are to begin 
at tlie end of the twentieth year -and 
to be made thereafter at the end of 
each decade. The estimates show a 
net annual deficit, rising to over three

■ Wise old Horace, although I suppose that 
no one in British Cohimbta reads him iiow-a- 
days! Indeed, the_v tell me that even advo- 
cates and politicians who venture to quote 
Latin, are snubbed for speaking in a tongue 
not undcrstandcd of the people. And yet, niy 
ma.sters, those wise old Scotchmen, your fore- 
fathers, wdio first forced iheir way into this 
good land, understood Latin and read and ap- 
preciated Horace and his fellows and even to- 
day (craving The People's pardon) T cannot 
help it, if his lines, and Virgil's, iiave a trick of 
intruding themselves whenever a man wlio 
has once read them wanders into the beautiful 
fruit-growing suburbs of Victoria. 

l^erhaps this is because the ease and tlig- 
iiity of our village city are in harmony with 
the old Roman's \'ersc, or perhaps because 
round the early homesteads between Victoria 
and Sidney there still lingers some subtle 
memory of the men who first owned and made 
white men's homes ; men, I verily believe, who 
found it better to cultivate and enjoy their 
real estate than to sell it even in boom times, 
subdivided, upon easy terms. 

15e this as it may, 1 woke suddenly at the 
end of the tram line because a violent young 
man was shaking me by the shoulder, remark- 
ing that liis company's car did not go any 
farther. 

I felt that this was a matter for regret, and 
I feel so still ; possibly the principal matter for 
regret in the district, but the B. C. electric 
men. though the most courteous of officials, 
pride themselves upon running "on time" and, 
therefore, have no mimiles to waste in talking 
to sleepy old gentlemen whose memories are 
more active than their legs. 

1 had jumped into a car by the Govcrn- 
'incnt Buildings, and (I fear) dozed, but there 
was for me an ample excu.se. The cars are 
comfortable; it was late in May in Viclorila 
and the wind was from the West. 

When I woke, the stately buildings of the 
Government, the swaggering C. P. R. hotel, 
the seats of the money-changers, the bustle 
and pretty, people of Government street, had 
all been left i)ehin<l, and 1 was in a land of 
orchards a land drowning in billows of apple 
blossom, a land where dainty bungalo\vs 
played pecpbo from the thickets; the blue sea 
winked at you through the timber, and the 
clean smell of fresh turned earth was sweet 
in your nostrils. I could'not have been more 
than three or four miles out of Victoria, but 
I was in a new world, a new world with the 
rough edges of it trinuned away. 

Some \ ears ago, an energetic man wliosc 
hobby was "method" arrived in this country, 
and took to fruit-growing. 

In tliose days we gre\v fruit by the light 
of nature. It was a jjrcttv, but not particu- 
larly i)rofitablc pastime. Beautiful green 
grass grew in our mxhards; tall and hand.somc 
flowering things, golden rod and michaclnias 
daisy, cuddled uj) to the smooth boles of the 
young trees; the cows wandered amongst 
them, ;inil cream grew rich in consecpience ; 
sheep grouped thcmsch-cs prettily and nib- 
bled lazily at the o\-erhanging boughs; and 
the undivided Mc'ra\'ish estate was offered 
the writer for .$13,000 by that shrewd Mr. 
E. M. J. 

In those days the shooting was excellent; 
nice swampy fields where sninc lived and mal- 
lard came in to feed were fretpient ; and the 
name of 1 'aimer unknown. 

.Xfter liini came a catastrophe for the beau- 
tiful \secils. I''rr)in Uock' Side, as from a cen- 
tre of infection, the new style spread, and to- 
day from Rnck Side to Sidney, the orchards 
have nniltiplieil exceedingly; the trees of them 
stand with mathematical precision in ordered 
lines, while underneath them, in place of the 
old flowered carpet, is spread a velvety sur- 
face of clean earth, brown in the sunlight and 
l)urple in the shadows, against which the 
snowy blossom almost startles the eye by its 
brilliance. 

I'"rrim time to lime yni may hear men in 
the club, growlijig (which is their privilege 
.and principal occupation) at the "sK')wncss" 
of Victoria's growth, and it is true, that if you 
sit still and watch any place grow, the proc- 
ess seems a long one, but if anyone who re- 
members the Saanich peninsula, say in the 
time of Sir Mathcw, will wander through it 
today, he will admit that cvcti our world still 
moves. 

The peninsula from \''ictoria to Sidney is, 
J suppose, about 20 miles in length v/itli an 
average breadth of fi\(: miles I am only at- 
tempting t') sfjcak in very round figures) and 
is traversed by two c.-'ccellcnt roads and one 
eccentric railway, tried and found guilty by a 
long-suffering public and sentenced to electro- 
cution unless it immediately mends its ways. 

Poor oil railway! Wc have all of us cursed 
it until even Andv almost grew angry ; Andy, 
the boss and the buffer, who has stood l)e- 
tween an offending company and a long- 
suffering [)ul)lic for many years, until wc 
would hardly change the V. & S. for the C. P. 
r.^iilwav if the loss of Andy was the price of 
the change; but, after all, our local C. P. R. 
(Creeping Paralysis?) has served its turn and 
done its vvork in -the rough and ready way of 
pioneers, dumping its cars into- the sea and 
fishing them out again with a locomotive and 




a hedge anchor and ' it hits killed nobody "as 
yet. 

Peace to its meinorv ! 

But if the railway is not a record-breaker, 
the roads of the district, except quite close to 
the city, leave very little to be, desired. 'They 
are good enough for motors and bicycles, and 
that, 1 suppose, is the. last -worfl. which ;can be 
said in praise of a road. . i 

The district they run through, taken as a 
whole, is a rolling plain, broken by knolls and, 
wdierc miclcared, covered with dense woods 
of pine, rich alder bottoms and thickets of 
maple and riogwood, and about the centre of it 
are the lakes from which Victoria draws her 
water supply. 

But man has been busy here, for at least 
a quarter of a century, so that although there 
is still ample opportunity for young manhood 
to match itself agfainst nature and cam a com- 
petence with the sweat of its brow, or buy 
with years of young life what old age must 
purchase with thousands of d<j|lais. a very 
large i^roportion of it is tilled land, fenced attd 
drained, dotted with substantial and, in many 
cases, picturesque farm buildings. 

The soil is excellent, and as I pro|)ose to 
prove, admirably adapted to the growing of 
fruit and, considering its producing power, its 
freedom from pests, its vicinity to the capital 
and its social advantages, cheap. Nay, I am 
going further even that that. Other districts 
(part of the Kootcnay, Kelowna and the Oka- 
nagan Valley, generally) have been splendidly 
advertized, by their own people, assisted by a 
Government, which very ])ro;)Crly helps those 
who hel[) themselves .and in consequence lands 
in these districts cf^mmand far higher prices 
tliaii the Saanich lands. 

'I'his is intelligible. 'i'iiev arc excellent 
lands and the produce of them is known on 
two continents, whilst the spirit of the people 
who have made them known, can only elicit 
our admiration, but my brief is. that the lands 
of the Saanich peninsula are worth more 
money per acre than any other lands in Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

Let us grant at once that the Saanich f)e- 
ninsula cannot grow certain apples (e. g., 
Northern Spy) to compete with those grov/n 
in the Okanagan VaJIey, but it can grow 
other varieties equally remunerative, c. g., 
Duchess, Wealthy and King of Tompkins, to 
compete with any of the same variety grown 
on the continent, whilst pears (Rartlett and 
other varieties) cherries anrl prunes, grov,- 
with us to (icrfection, which is no. ilu; case in 
the rival districts. .Moreover, none of the 
other districts named would attempt to com- 
pete with us in the production of "strawberries 
and other small fruits. 

There arc amongst the settlers in the 
Saanich peninsula some who have tried both 
districts, and with one of these I stayed for 
a chat, '['his gentleman had come to Sa'anidh 
because he preferred our moderate climate' 
and triild -vvihters"' to "the hot' ■ siimhtefs ' ahB' 
rather severe winters of the mainland;' but he 
pointed out that in addition' to these' consid- 
erations there were others. 

The Saanich farms had tiie advantage of 
suburban laiuls in close jfroximity to the Cap- 
ital city of the ]>rovincc and the great and 
growing market of Vancouver, h'or the farm- 
ers' wiyeS'"jthet, pleasure of life was increased by 
the faciiities-7or: shopping; the possibility of 
going to . the ; theatre . now ..and;, again ".aiiid j qT 
meeting such of' the.glpbc-tro\ters'a&Tt^^).Kad 
known in the old country.' In-a'Xyofdl'hfe' dprt- ' 
tended, that unless a- man. Was sm'itteh .with 



what the Germans call Amerikanismo (the 
desire to get gold a.'; the one object in lifcOi 
Saanich was infinitely preferable to any i>oiiU 
oil the mainland, whilst in addition to tlii.s, 
from a purely business standpoint, Siui nicli 
has the best of . it, because ,in Saanich 
irrigation was unnecessary, labor -sfor < 
picking more easily ob tallied, 'alid the' - '(il'c" 
blight among.st pear trees. - afjsohitcly tnii 
known. lUit I do not propose in this .skeicli 
to depend upon the evidence of man.

• Alongside it is a i)lmn tree, whose plums 
go from 4 to 5 to the pound. The tree stands 
over 20 feci, girtlis 4 feet and spreads over 
27 feet f) inches, li^ another district close to 
Rock Side, 1 saw aycniiig clicrr3' orchard. The 
trees were vulgarly, obtrusively 'healthy and 
clean, the dark g-rcencry of them being very' 
/^iStrikiftg. •Tlicy ar« three years old and they 
Were bearing inoretlian 10 pounds of fruit to 
tile tree. With trees to the acre and chcr- 
.ries at 10 cents per pound, tliis is not a bad 
showing for thrce-yc ar olds.. 

In the same district I was shown a plijim* 




tree 16 years old, which had boii^iein one ,scs- 
son 400 pounds and anotlior tree which ha d 
borne 500 pounds in one season ancl in a 
neighboring orchard a si.K-yea-r-old cliM;ir" y 
which had netted ,Sio in one seaso-a 1 

In May from Victoria to Sidney youditl\^(! 
through a district where a foam o( whit-efetes' 
Bonfi breaks on either side of the roac!| tiimi! 
in which you cannot help noticinif; thiteVe:il 
the pockets of soil hctwecn the rocks 
been set with fruit-bearing trees a.ncl c»vet~y 
favorable slope ruled with lines of slrawb- eri—y 
plants, but in addition to tliis tlicTC is rich aii^d 
abttndant pasture from which two crea.iiiei'ies 
draw their wealth bf golden butler, and Hiccc 
and there, patches of rich land upon ffllilc:il 
squat little blue figures, the busy inark«l gasr- 
dening Chinese. 

fhe land is too rich for mi.ved fanning ar 
rather it is too good to be used f-or such luiiim- 
drum purposes. 

Its future seems to the writer inevit-sb^c 
and very near at hancl. It cannoti long be "licGd 
in large blocks. A friend who (3\vns a splcun- 
did farm, hit the nail on tlie head, as he :},'ein- 
crally'does: "It is a eonfouiuled nuisaince-,'' 
he said, "but I shan't be jiistifieil in hol»dll«f 
on to my place much longer. It is too vaaluaa- 
blc for any one but a millionaire to retainl aS 
a plaything. I shall have to sell." 

And that is true* Very few men <:atn hDC 
justified in holding on to three hmtdredaacres 
of land which, if cut up into si-eijH holdiiiig-s, 
would afford a comfortable livin.f| to thirfey 
thrifty families farming not by tlie acre, hi_il 
by the foot.

2. By using more responsibly the opportu- 
nities of the sick room. Of this I have already 
/ spoken and need only remind you liow often 
yon have seen the physiological diagnosis of 
a case (correct enough in its way) altogether 
discredited by the power of healthful sugges- 
tion and faithful prayer. 

3- By making more worth while the gen- 
eral round of parish visiting. If we do nothing 
else we can radiate a little healthy optimism 
even when we talk only about the weather. A 
little less sympathy with symptoms, a little 
good humored discouragement of the morbid 
a little good advice to the old women of botli 
sexes who enjoy ill-health, will be work worth 
the domg. 

After all this has been said (and I am con- 
.scious of the degree to which it has consisted 
of mere generalization), I feel that the im- 
portant thmg r need to say today is of the 
nature of warning. 

It fs so easy to attempt good actions on an 
imsound theory. It is terriblv casv to attempt 
to make people well on a basis 'of unsound 
philosophy. The great Artemis of our moderji 
Ephesians, whom all the world desires to wor- 
ship, is the Goddess Hygeia, known under the 
imperiect Avatar ot Oimtbrtableness. Uur 
modern heathen are more than content with 
half-way Paradises, and have no objection to 
remain in the old Eden with the Jungle-folk, 
provided the ape and the tiger do not inter- 
fere too- much with the motoring and the 
bridge. The completing of the circle prema- 
turely .is a common aim. Men would fain go 
.back, even when armed and carrying bows, 
rather than march victoriously onward. Thev 
would rather have a world of "fool's play, 
make-believe and mumming" than "painfully 
attain to joy." The conditions on which man 
is, -bidden to live— Struggle, Labor, Pain— are 
shirked as .a dishonest schoolboy shirks his 
construing with the aid of a crib. Hence the 
word ."Health" is used in different and even 
antagonistic senses. To some it is mere ani- 
mal .well-being, the paddocked ease of a cow. 
to others it is the courage to wbrk and journey 
and suffer in the liglir'df the visions of the' 
New Paradise ahead. 

In view of this fact it seems to me that the 
fundamental question which needs our most 
careful thought is that of the relation of suf- 
fering generally to the will of God. Do we 
approach the sick-bed in the spirit of Mrs. 
Eddy, who says, "This sickness is a delusion 
of mortal mind"? or may be at any time say 
with Christ, "This sickness is to the glory o'f 
God"? These questions at once suggest them- 
selves: 

I-Iow far may sickness be the will of God? 
How far may sickness be, under any cir- 
cumstances, for our good? 

Can the use of renieriial measures of a 
physical kind be construed as a counteracting 
of the will of God ? 

I have no time for a vcrv detailed answer 
to these questions, but I want to suggest some 
thoughts which may in turn suggest the proper 
answers. 

I. The generalization that sickness is sent 
by God is one wiiich we need to qualify. True, 
sickness is permitted, as is death, but as death 
comes either naturally, when it is the with- 
drawal of a personality from the limitations of 
a confessedly inadequate organism, or un- 
naturally, when it is the result of carelessness 
on the part of ourselves or others, so it is with 
sickness. Sickness comes in many cases as 
the result of God's will only so far as His 
will makes it necessary fcr the laws of the 
universe to prevail. 

In a v,ist number of cases sickness is due 
to no one's fault but our own. Here it is 
God's will to tjie extent that He wills to pun- 
ish us for a breach of law or for a careless dis- 
regard of the operation of law. As Mrs. 
Silas Bennett put it, when her neighbor con- 
doled with her on .an accident: "I've worried 
consid'ble over smallpo.x breakin' out in mv 
big family; so fcr, 'laiiit. I_.ast summer I was 
real melancholic, fearin' I'd got an appendix, 
but I guess I ain't. An' through il all. it 
never onct occurred to me that I'd be tiie one 
to fall through them rotten old mectin' iiouse 
steps an' break my leg in two places, but I 
be."^ In a large number of cases our sickness 
is due to the fault of other people, and helps 
to' remind us of the solidarity of the human 
race, the need that they must find their weal 
and their woe more or less in common, to the 
promotion of mutual sympathy and helpful- 
ness. 

This is a lesson far more important than 
the always being well. The man who insists 
on being selfishly well when the call comes 
to be heroically the martyr of duty is a cow- 
ard. A soldier in England put himself down 
on the enlistment paper, in the column headed 
"Religion," as a Mcthuselahitc, and explained 
it as "the religion of living as long as he could." 
If he were bigoted in tlic profession of his 
religion, it is hard to see why he became a 
.soldier, unless in the day of battle he intended 
to run at the first shot. 

.•■~-.Ih onl}' a small niunbcr of cases can we 
say^thatthe sickness comes directly from.God's 
Avill and this simply because God's will is ex- 
pressed iui ways we have learned to formulate 
as laws. 



Now we have to a certain extent cleared 
th.» ground. Sicknesses within our own con- 
trol,are disabilities we have no; right topncuri 
except^' as ;I have hinted above, iri'her6ic\devpr 
tion to duty." A case in point is that; of the 
monks in Palestine, described by Kinglake. 
The plague raged in the city. It was neces- 
sary for one to tend the sick. This one, 
chosen by lot, went forth to his dangerous 
duty. The others remained in the monastery 
to pray. When the bell in the city gave the 
news_ that the one monk was dead of the 
plague, another went forth to die in turn, and 
so on until the plague was stayed. When, in 
the path of dut}'', sickness comes, it is for our 
good primarily by suggesting that we get rid 
of it as quickly as may be consistently, again, 
with duty. It is for our good to get a fever if 
we reform the sanitary conditions in which we 
have been living. It is no good if we say, 
"Thou, God, hast sent this; we may not rebel 
against Thy wise dispensation." You will re- 
call the difficulties of Kingsle)'-'s curate in 
"Two Years Ago," in fighting the epidemic 
of typhoid, and will remember how the Boers 
under Paul Krugcr regarded the attempt to 
stay the plague of locusts in South Africa as 
a blas]:)hcmous opposition of the will of God. 
They did not so regard opposition to the 
plague of Britishers, but of course they did not 
think of the Britishers as sent by God. 

Sickness, outside our own control, but with- 
in control of the community, may be sent from 
God in order to punish us for our indiffreencc 
to the social welfare and to stimulate us to 
civic service. The tj'phoid outbreak in the 
next street is oiu" sin. .As citizens we arc con- 
cerned with ^he ne.xt street as well as with 
our own drains. If we ask of the community 
protection for the individual, we must give the 
protection of the individual to the community. 
Here the good is something quite distinct from 
the sickness, the good of social ser\'icc, neigh- 
borly good will, unselfish love. 

Thus we arc brought to tiic consideration 
of those sicknesses which appear to be be- 
yond the help of the individual and of the 
community. In tli,gge cases we may remember : 

1. The incurableness may be only apparent, 
and we have no right to acquiesce in disability 
where recovery is possible. And the effort to 
find a cure for ourselves, even if it fail in our 
case, may prove a great pli3'sical benefit to 
many. A thousand in their health may reap 
the benefits of the futile attempt to cure me. 
It may even kill me, but I ought not to object 
to die in such a cause. Indeed we are living 
on these very terms. Buildings are safer for 
the many today because little children have 
been crushed to death in the jerry-built edifices 
of yesterday. Our trains kill fewer people to- 
day because of the martyrdom of those to 
whose fate we owe our inspections and life- 
boats and lighthouses. 

2. Where the disease cannot be cured very 
often the disability can. Men may wring the 
highest spiritual gains out of physical tlis- 
ability. Can any one doubt that the world has 
been morally blessed through those whom a 
pagan civilization would have cast out to die? 
Dr. Leighton Parks wrote last fall : "vSoinc 
one ought to write a book on the 'Strength, 
of the Weaklings.' What a noble company 
of confessors it has been ! Paul and the lame 
slave Epictetus in the days' of old ; the fever- 
shaken Wolfe climbing the heights of Abra- 
ham ; Grant holding back death with one hand, 
while with the other he Avrote the story of the 
great war; Stevenson writing from his bed 
tales of adventure that make our blood pulse 
quicker while his own blood ebbed away." 

Is there any company of the world's ath- 
letes, or any of those inglorious ones wiio 
worship at ' the shrine of beauty-hints and 
health-foods and breathing exercises or similar 
valetudinarian devices, who have done so much 
for the weal of men? 

The cry of man's anguish went up unto God: 

"Lord, take away pain, — 
The shadow that darkens the world Thou has 
made, 

The close-coiling chain 
That strangles the heart, the burden that 
weighs 

On the wings that would soar — 
Lord, take away pain from the world Thou has 
made. 

That it love Thee the more." • 
Then answered the Lord to the cry of Hip 
world : 
"Shall I take away ])ain, 
And with it the power of the soul to enduic, 

Made strong by the strain? 
Shall 1 take away pity that knits heart tf 
heart, 
And sacrifice high? 
Will ye lose all your heroes that lift from the 
lire 

White brows to the sky? 
Shall I take away love that redeems at a price. 

And smiles at its loss? 
Can ye spare from your lives that would climb 
unto mine? 
The Christ on His Cross?" 

So we come to this general [jrinciplc. Phys- 
ical suffering, iov the present, has a ])art to 
play in the creation ot better conditions, phys- 
ical, moral, spiritual. 

The molecule enters into the constitution of 
this present universe after a life history of dis 
cipline in some pre-existing fluid. So must the 
soul enter into the world which is to be. 
, Suffering goes deeper than human life. It 
is, as Archbishop Thomson once said, graven 
on the foundation stones of the world. It is 
absurd to suppose that suffering can in any 
sense be considered a delusion of human con- 
sciousness. It goes deeper. 1 can't say for 
certain, never having been inside the cat-mind, 
but judging from tiie howl when I tread on 
])ussy's tail, I feel sure ])ain is somcliow the 
delusion (if it be a delusion) of the cat-mind as 
well. That is^part of St. Paul's doctrine of an 
universal scheme of redemption, — "The whole, 
creation groaneth and travaileth in pain to-

1. There is the punitive tlieory, tZhat pauta 
comes upon us for our sins, It" was 1 -'pbpiibiat 
theory in Job's day, it encountered tli'^rebukD« 
of Christ, and it was not considered cqiiite oT4 
solete, even in ministerial circles, al.-tlic tiimH 
of the San Francisco earthquake. T^o doubt ii 
is partly true, but as a theory it is ins. ufficics ill 
to account .for facts. The difficulty is that s.so 
often the Avrong people arc punisii(sd. Tlllit 
drunkard is punished only with a headachci tfcDit 
drunkard's wife and children. wit\i a ItEcartacUK 
and worse. 

2. Secondly, there is tlic Prophyla_ctic tliafr 
ory, that people are punished to teach llieni i to 
know better next time. Uiiforlunat ely, fo'oi 
many there. is no next time. The lesscDn'com» cs 
too late to be of much use. e.Mccpt toother pc-ro- 
pie. If I grasp a live wire, the consequenc es 
to me may keep other people off, but I mysesll 
may never have an opportunity of u sing iniy 
newly-acquired knowledge as to the dangesr 
ousness of live wires. Unless, possibjiy, tlicK^ 
use live wires in another world. 

3. A third theory, is the Purgatorial, wliicxli 
has much higher value, as we all kno\v . "■Wliecii 
Thou hast tried nie, I shall come Forth : as 
gold," has been the conviction of nimiy siiiow 
the tune of Job. Jkit, sufficient as it is- in lar^t 
areas of human experience, it docs n-ot cov er 
the whole ground.

There are already enough well-to-do 
people in it to form the nucleus of a suburban 
society and to attract others who, whilst they 
love the country, do not hate their fellows or 
despise the charms of bridge and lawn tennis, 
and it is already freely sprinkled with churches 
and doctors, post offices and telephone sta- 
tions. 

A yortng doctor with the keen business fore" 
sight of the East, has alrcadv seized upon one 
of the many opportunities which the district of- 
fers, and has established the beginnings of a 
sanitarium at Sidney, in a sheltered bay from 
which the convalescent can look out upon 
Mount Baker and the glories of the Gulf, whilst 
he sucks in the sweet air, undisturbed by anj 
thing worse than a bird's song or the cheery 
doctor's call to dinner. 

Dr. Cummings is not the only initiator oT 
the idea, but that only strengthens his case. 
Before he dreamed of the benefit for the many 
there was a doctor we all knew, who came to 
to cure himself, camping year after year 
amongst our pine trees. Surely the place 
whi''!! an able man prescribes for himself 
should be good enough for his patients. 

And besides all that I have written, there 
is another advantage which Saanich possesses. 
Its only possible rival is the Cowichan district 
(to include Duncans) and instead of rivalling 
Duncans, Saanich joins it, not by land but by 
sheltered sea ways. ^ 

There are few places where the salmon 
trolling can compare with that of Cowichan 
Bay; no regatta in British Columbia SO sport- 
ing as that annually held in the Bay; no coun- 
tiy club like that near Kotsilah ; no more at- 
tractive district generally than that Avliich lies 
about the mouths of the Cowichan and Koksi- 
lah and though these districts are somewhat 
far from Victoria by rail, they are easily acces- 
sible to the happy owners of waterfront on . 
Saanich peninsula, by the universal motor boat- 

If land is worth $250 to $500 an acre any- 
where in British Columbia, it is certainly 
worth that and perhaps more in the favored 
district I have dealt with and perhaps I shall 
be believed the more readil}' if I acimit with 
sorrow that I have not an acre of it to sell.

WEED CUTTING BY MOTOR BOAT

Gladstone the Great once said, speaking: of 
Britain's naval and military strength, that Ave. 
were so powerful we might, as it were, war 
against heaven itself, says the Scotsman. We 
believed those words, and Iiuggcd ourscU'cs in. 
thp happy belief that no foe (Tould touch iis hy 
l^igii or sea.. ,But, as it turned put, the -words 
■^ere an empty- flietofical flourish. First the 
JSgyp.tian and Sudan Avars and then the South 
lAfncan war proved to iis that we were indif- 
: ferently organized and equipped in the mod- 
, ern- military sense. And as for our Navy, it 
has only lately been made plain to ns that it 
also was not above criticism. Quite a reiiia.rk- 
ablc book of reminiscences, entitled "The In- 
ner Life of the iS'avy." by Mr. Lionel Vexley, 
^has lately been published, which discloses with 
a vividness never before attained the Aveak- 
' nesses of the old regime in the Oritisli ZNavy ; 
and the reader must Sear in mind tiiis disquiet- 
ing fact, that the Avritcr mainlains that these 
conditions did not entirely disappear till after 
the great naval reforms of 1904. 

Mr. Lionel Yexley enlisted in the Navy at 
an ealy age, and after a period of training was 
drafted tq a gunboat ; a typical small warship 
of those times. 

"The guns consisted of two 64-pounders 
and one light 7 inch muzzle-loader. The after 
64-pounder Avas in tlie captain's cabin, and 
could not be used unless the same was pulled 
to pieces, so the earUest opportunity was taken 
to giA'c it several coats of white enamel, and 
there it rested safe and initrouliled as louf^- as 
it remained in the ship; that it was exceeding- 
ly dangerous to cast the other guns loose, ex- 
cept in the finest of fine weather, we had im- 
ple^sant experience before Ave were much 
elder*: 

'*'rhis type of vessel was very common at the 
time, our foreign squadrons being mainly 
composed' of such, carrying out the duity of 
Avhat Ave now term "showing the flag' ; in fact, 
some of them' Avere to be foiuid in the Navy 
Ligt up to the beginning of the present cen- 
tury." 

Farcical Guanery Practice 

The gunnery practice in his early years in 
the Navy was a farce. 

"Every quarter we would go outside to ex- 
pend the ammupitioii allowed by the regula- 
tions for quarterly heavy gun practice. Some- 
times Ave would drop a rum cask Avith a flag 
attached as a target, though as a general rule, 
our only target Avas the sky-line, as this sa-ved 
the trouble of getting a wet barrel on board, 
at the end of the firing. 

"This quarterly expenditure of ammunition 
Avas a very peculiar feature of service life. The 
purpose fqr which it was alloAved by the Gov- 
ernment was, of course, to teach the men how 
• to shoot Avith heavy guns. 

"There Avere so many rounds of ammunition 
allowed to each gun for expenditure each (|uar- 
ter, and they had to be got rid of. Some ships 
conscientiously put them into the sea — 
through the guns — others put thcni into the 
sea Avithout troubling to use the guns for the 
purpose, and one method was just as good as 
another as far as results were concerned, be- 
cause in both cases the object was to g-et the 
beastly things into the Avater as quiclcly as 
possible Avith or without mess. . . . The 
Avholc of the ammniiition wa.s thrown awaA-, 
Avhethcr it Avcnt through tiic guns oi' not. And 
'no one saw anything wrong in the practice." 
Killing Time in the Dockyards 

hi every department of "tiaval administra- 
tion red tape ruled supreme. vSo long as cer- 
tain outward form.s were observed, it did not 
seem to matter how much or how little real 
work Avas done. It was the practice in Mr. 
Yexley's time to send "working parties" from 
the ships to the dockyard daily, and this is how 
these "Avorking" parties spent their day, 

"The dockyard party landed at 9:30 a.m., 
returning on board at 11:30 ; landed apfain at 
1 :30, and came on boad at 3 130, which fi nishctl 
the day's work. The supposed object in land- 
ing the men Avas to carry out work on ships re- 
fitting" or lying in the basin, drawing stores, 
etc., but during my short experience it became 
apparent that a great many more men were 
landed than could be profitably employed, and 
only those worked avIio liked to work. 

"One gang Avould get hold of a dockyard 
handcart, and simply wheel it round the dock- 
yard at a craAvling pace; others would disap- 
pear in sail-lofts or store-rooms, and pick up a 
quiet corner where they cotild sleep till seven 
bells; the whole object of coming on shore 
•Avas so obviously, to kill time that so long as 
those in charge — a warrant officer and several 
petty officers — could get sufficient meii to do 
any work that actually reqtiired doing, they 
seemed only too glad that the residue should 
•make themselves scarce till it Avas time to go 
back on board. To employ men at drill or 
any kind of useful instmction on board was 
not thought of."

Beginning of a i^ew Era 

It must be a mighty relief to all'to read that ' 
a great change has come over the Navy in the 
last six years, from the first reform instituted 
by Lord S'elborne, "The Navy has been flood- 
ed Avith a series of reforms and reorganizaticps 
until it may be said to haA'c been reduced to a 
state of flux, from which it is gradually emerg- 
ing to a state of efficiency for Avar. 

"For nearly a hundred years previous to 
this, it had enjoyed a state of quiescence,- till 
officers and men had practically lost sight of 
the fact that its primary function was Avar; 
and, though during the closing years of the 
last centiu-y there had been mutterings of re- 
form, Lord Selborne's memorandum was the 
first rude awakening it rc'ccived. 

"Once the besom of reform Avas set in mo- 
tion, a clean jgweep was evidently decided on, 
and an affrighted service found itself being 
hustled out of the lethargy of a prolonged 
peace routine into a strenuous preparation for 
Avar. 

"If the hand of the reformer is heavy on the 
Navy today," Mr. Yexley concludes, "it is, I 
fcel certain, through no desire simply to upset 
an 'established and time-honored system,' but 
to save the nation fromithe horrors and degre- 
dation of Tsushima;" • \\ • •

"Before I go I Avish to say good-by and 
thank-you to the public that has loved and en- 
'coiiraged me so long, and which has maide my 
career possible," says Emma Eames in her 
valedictory to the opera-going public, through 
the medium of Putnam's Magazine of the cur- 
rent month. 

"I have always been obliged," she continues,

"I am terribly sensitive to atmospheres, and 
in order to do my work had to surround ray- 
self with an impenetrable wall — an armor of 
apparent 'indiffereftce. Jealousy, instead of flat- 
tering, has always pained rne. I did not care 
to give my enemies the present of bad singing 
and a breakdown, which the consciousness of 
ill feeling in others toward me would have 
inevitably caused. 

"I therefore have held myself aloof. I have 
never allowed any one to repeat to mo the gos- 
sip of the theatre, nor have I ever been Avilling 
to read articles in which my name was men-, 
tioned, or even notices of the opeirai ' 

"1 went rarely to the opera myself, as the 
feeling that I Avas exposed to the public gaze 
in the same way unfitted nie for singing in my 
turn. To do my work nt all I had to detach my 
thought from the business and routine of opera, 
and think only of the realization and accom- 
plishment of the impossible ideal I had set be- 
fore me. I have lived in a world of thoughts 
and ideals in which facts have played- so small

a part that, in looking over my past career, I 
am conscious only of phases and Avaves of 
thought and feeling in which events and facts 
are utterly submerged.

The result of all this driving has 
been frequent breakdowns, which I concealed 
and overcpme in silence. 

"To me a large city is a prison, and I am 
always chafing Avith impatience to get back to 
mother nature and the life normal and sane. I 
have had it in my mind for years to give up 
public life, and should circumstances have per- 
mitted L should have done so long ago. Al- 
though in the future I may sing an occasional 
operatic performance, 1 shall ncAxn- again im- 
prison myself in bricks iind mortar for a season 
of opera, or for months of work at a time. To 
sign a contract, or give a promise of any kind, 
has always meant to mo that it must be accom- 
plished at any cost, nt the sacrifice of pleasure 
or even health. Applause and outward indi- 
cation of success have meant less to me than 
the feeling that I have done well. 

"With an unattainable ideal, many were the 
evenings in those first years Avhen, after frequent 
recalls, and the public at the highest pitch of 
enthusiasm, I drove home crying Avith discour- 
agement. My sidjjective and objective mind a:rc 
qui'tc separate, and in addition to singing my 
opera and' acting it I was' criticizing myself as 
I went along. Instead of being driven to mad- 
ness, I have put all that anguish behind me; 
but now I Avish rest and change, and above all 
to lead the normal life of a gentlewoman. 



"The public has shown amazement at my , 
. desire to retire from public life at wthe; . yei-y 
height of my powers and accomplishments; ■ In 
America my public has been my bel6Yed»arid.v 
loving friend, and -I Avish it to understand 'me ' 
at last, and my reason for leaving it. 

"A word about my ideals; My voice and my 
body have seemed to me instruments with which 
I was to accovaplish my Avork. There is the 
keynote of my endeavor. To be a real singing, 
acting interpreter. To he sufficiently mistress 
of the technic and expression in both arts to 
be independent of them. ; Then to let my cur- • 
rent of thought go on uninterruptedly to the i 
public. The more my Avork ripened; the more ! 
clearly 1 saw that the thought Avave could carry 
further than A-oice or theatrical gesture. 

"It is a truism to add that the theatrical 
and the dramatic arc as different in meaning 
as the Avords mind and body. For dramatic 
thought to carry one has tj) learn to be theatri- 
cal, as a painter has to learn to draw. 

"The exhaustion of being some one else all 
the evening is incomparably greater than even 
appearing ai some one else, and in that lies for 
me the difference between the theatrical and the 
dramatic. The latter word is so misused that 
one pities it; in the mouths of many people, it 
seems to mean explosiveness and effort only." 

SOUTHERN . NIGERIA 

Details have Seen r.eceived by Renter's. 
Agency of the expedition lately concluded by 
the Southern Nigerian Government, as the re- 
sult of which some 5,900 square miles of hith- 
erto unknown and unadministered country in 
the north and on the borders of Northern 
Nigeria have been opened up and brought un- 
der effective control. These operations, Avhich 
were carried out often under extremely diffi- 
^cult circumstances and among tribes which, 
for the most part had never previously seen a . 
white man, Avere entirely successful and were 
so managed that there was practically no seri- 
ous fighting Avith the tribes. 

The operations commenced early in No- 
vember last and concluded in the middle of 
April. The British force consisted of 700 men 
of the Southern Nigeria Regiment under the 
command of Colonel Trenchard, who had with 
him 30 officers, two guns, six maxims,: and 
700 carriers. There were a few encounters in 
Avhich isolated parties Were attacked- by the 
natives, but in no case was there any organ- 
ized resistance or any serious attempt to hin- 
der the advance of the British. The Yala peo- 
ple, in Avhose country the columns remained 
for a month, gave a good deal of trouble. On 
their villages being entered they were found to 
be deserted, the women and live stock having 
been .removed. iThe-' men. meanwhile, had; 
formed bush camps in the open yain fields, 
Avhere they had also concealed in. the branches 
of trees scouts whose duty it was to fire sig- 
nal guns. The people then took to their heels 
and encamped elsewhere, but fired on the 
column Avhen they Avere in Avhat they regarded 
as a tight corner. This tribe, like most of 
those encountered, was armed Avith flint locks 
and carripd poisoned arroAvs, but, fortunately," 
the country was fairly open, and the aim not, 
very accu'rate. After some weeks of this kind 
of thing the Yala came in, but declined to give 
up their arms. 

In places the natiA'CS, hearing of the ap- 
proach of a large force, dug pits :. d planted 
stakes to prevent their progress. What little 
hostility there Avas ocurred during the earlier 
part of the operations in the Okpoto country 
and among the Northern Ibo tribes. Colonel ; 
Trerichard's force started in two colunms, one : 
from the Niger and one from the Cross River, , 
with instructions to make for an unknown spot 
marked X, the two afterwards joining sit Ikem, ' 
where the first base camp Avas formed. From 
this base small columns were sent out in various 
directions, each being responsible for a de- 
finite district, which was to be mapped, and 
where the officers' duty was to get into touch 
with the natives, and to show them how to 
make good roads. In each case the commaiiding 
ofificer of the column summoned the local, 
chief and explained the Government terms, em- 
phasizing the fact that aU human sacrifices must 
stop, that good roads mu^ be made, and that 
a British Commissioner Avould be appointed 
who Avould settle all disputes. On these occa- 
sions there were impressive gatherings of thou- 
sands of natives, in manv cases cannibals, and 
for the most part naked, or practically so. They 
* did not show undue delight at. the advent ,of the 
British and as a rule silently listened to the 
recital of the Government terms and then 
slowly dispersed. The various columns report 
that they found far less human sacrifice and 
"juju" rites in the hitherto unknown Norch than 
among the tribes on the Delta and that, on the 
whole, the people were of a l:)ettcr physical type. 
Several "juju" places were seen and a big centre 
was destroyed. It was impossible to discover 
the nature of the "juju" rites practised but in 
,the: vicinity V of one big.?;juju'! house discovered 
in a bush-clearing there: was found a good deal 
of blood— whether human or not was not as- 
certained. Theiieat Avas terrific and the long 
marches, sometimes in waterless districts, Avere 
very trying, even to the native troops. Almost 
all the officers Avero on foot and in many cases 
they had done over eleven hundred miles of 
walking. No white man Avas Avoundcd during 
the Avhole operations, and there were only a few 
native casualties, but the nature of the AVork, 
combined with the great heat and the Avaterless 
stretches, proved extremely trying. ' Despite 
this fact there Avas not' much illness except dur- 
ing the Harmattnn, Avhcn pneumonia occurred 
among the carriers. Five doctors accompanied 
the force.
